On  motion  of  Mr.  Glisson,  Bartlett  Yancey,  Esq.  the  member  of  this 
House,  from  the  county  of  Caswell,  was  unanimously  Chosen  Speaker  of 
the  Senate,  and  conducted  to  the  Chair  accordingly. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Glisson,  Benjamin  H.  Covington  was  appointed  Clerk 
of  the  Senate,  and  James  W.  Clark,  Cleik  Assistant. 

On  motion  of  Pvlr.  Glisson,  Thomas  B.  Wheeler  and  Robert  Ray  were 
appointed  Doorkeepers  of  the  Senate. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Glisson,  it  is  ordered.  That  a  committee,  consisting 
of  three  members,  be  appointed  to  draw  rules  of  decorum  for  the  govern- 
ment of  this  House ;  and  that  the  rules  of  Decorum,  adopted  for  the  go- 
vernment of  the  Senate,  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  be,  and  they 
are  hereby  adopted,  for  the  government  of  this  House,  until  tlie  coinm.iLteL* 
appointed  for  this  purpose  shall  make  their  report ;  and,  thereupon,  the 
Speaker  appointed  Messrs.  Glisson,  Branch  and  Cameron,  as  the  commit- 
tee. 

Richard  T.  Brov/nrigg,  the  Senator  fi-om  the  county  of  Chowan,  not 
having  in  his  possession  the  certificate  of  his  election,  on  motion  of  Mr. 
Glisson,  it  w&sJRcsolved,  That  the  certificate  of  the  members  of  the  House 
of  Commons,  from  said  county,  be  received  as  evidence  of  his  election  ; 
and  the  said  certificate  bein^;  read,  Mr.  Erownna;s;  was  qualified,  and  took 
his  seat. 

Mr.  Wade  announced  to  this  House  the  death  of  Ephraim  Daniel,  Esq. 
the  senator  elected  from  the  county  of  Wayne  ;  whereupon,  it  was  Order- 
ed, That  a  writ  of  election  issue  to  the  Sheriff  of  Wayne,  commanding 
him  to  hold  an  election,  at  the  several  places  appointed  by  law,  in  said 
county,  for  the  purpose  of  choosing  a  person,  duly  qualified,  to  represent 
said  county  in  the  Senate,  for  the  present  year,  on  Thursday,  the  28th  day 
of  this  month  ;  and  that  the  writ  of  election  be  sent  by  an  express. 

On  motion  of  jNIr.  Shober,  a  message  was  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons, 
informing  them  of  the  organization  of  the  Senate,  by  the  appointment  of 
Bartlett  Yancey,  Esq.  Speaker,  Benjamin  Covington,  Clerk,  and  James 
W.  Clark,  Clerk  Assistant,  Robert  Ray  and  Thomas  B.  Wheeler,  Door- 
keepers ;  and  of  their  readiness  to  commence  their  public  dutie?. 

The  Senate  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning,  10  o'clock.

James  J.  M'Kay,  senator  of  the  county  of  Bladen,  and  Alexander  Troj, 
senator  of  the  coiuity  of  Cohnnbus,  appeared,  produced  the  certificates  of 
tlieir  election,  were  qualified  before  the  Senate,  and  took  their  seats. 

Received  from  ihn  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  the  due  or- 
p;anizii,tion  of  that  House,  by  tlie  appointmeni,  of  tlie  Hon.  John  1).  Jones, 
Speaker,  Pleasant  Henderson,  Clerk,  and  William  B.  Lockhart,  Clerk 
Assistant;  and  tliatthe}-  are  ready  to  proceed  on  public  business. 

Received  from  theHouae  of  Commons,  a  message,  proposing  that  a  joint 
select  conimitteebe  appointed  to  wait  on  hh  excellency  the  Governor,  and 
inform  him  of  the  organization  of  the  two  Houses,  and  of  their  rea.dines3 
to  receive  any  communications  which  he  may  think  proper  to  make  to 
them;  and  appointing  Messrs.  Fisher  and  Blacklcdge  as  a  committee  on 
the  part  of  that  House;  which  proposition  v.as  read  arni  agreed  to;  and 
Messrs.  Glisson  and  ISarringer  were  a^-spointed  to  form  the  said  commit- 
tee, on  the  part  of  the  Senate. 

Mr.  Sneed  presented  the  resignations  of  Willis  Lewis  and  Augustin 
Harris,  as  Justices  of  tlie  Peace  for  the  county  of  Granville;  which  were 
read  and  accepted. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Shober,  a  message  was  sent  to  the  House  of  Com- 
mons, proposing  that  the  two  Houses  proceed  immediately  to  ballot  for 
three  engrossing  Clerks;  and  nominating  Tliomas  Armstrong,  Samuel  F. 
Patterson,  P*,obert  Potter,  John  Bruce,  L.  B.  Hardin,  William  Lumbs- 
den,  James  Copehand,  Donald  R.  M'L.eod,  VViliiam  M.  White,  Vvillis 
Yv'hitaker,  Moses  Loyd  Hill  and  Jesse  Adams. 

Mr.  Barringer  presented  the  resignation  of  Michael  Stough,  a  Justice 
of  the  Peace  for  the  county  of  Cabarrus;  v/hich  was  read  and  accepted. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  consenting  to  ballot 
immediately  for  three  engrossing  Clerks,  as  proposed  by  the  Senate,  and 
adding  to  the  nomination  the  names  of  Burgess  L.  Beall,  Fanning  Jones, 
iind  Joshua  E.  Lumsden;  and  appointing  Mr.  Baird  and  Mr.  Beall  super- 
intendants  of  the  balloting  on  the  part  of  that  House. 

Whereupon,  Mr.  Lindsay  and  Mr.  Beasley  vrere  appointed  superinten- 
dants  of  the  balloting  on  part  of  the  Senate. 

Mr.  Glisson,  from  t'le  committee  appointed  to  v/ait  on  his  excellency 
tiie  Governor,  Reported,  That  the  committee  were  authorised  by  Ids  excel- 
lency to  state,  that  he  v/ould  make  a  communication  to  the  Legislature  at 
12  o'clock  to-morrov.-.

The  Senate  met. 
Mr.  Glisson   presented  the   resignations  of  John  Maxv/ell  and  Lewis 
Herring,  Justices  of  the  Peace  of  the  county  of  Duplin;  v/hich  were  read 
and  accepted. 

Mr.  Beasly,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  conduct  the  balloting  for 
three  engrossing  Clerks,  Reported,  That  Thomas  T.  Armstrong  and  Sam- 
uel F.  Patterson  v/ere  duly  elected,  and  that  no  other  person  in  nomina- 
tion had  a  majority  of  votesj  which  report  was  concurred  in. 
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Mr.  Sl'.obcr  presented  the  resignation  of  Diwid  Linville,  ;i  Justice  orri;e 
Peace  foi-  the  caunty  of  Stokes;  \-.  hich  v,as  read  and  accepted. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Com-nons,  a  message,  proposing  that  tho 
two  Houses  ballot  immediately  for  one  eni^ro-^irig  (Merk,  yet  to  be  elected; 
and  stating  that  the  names  of  Faniiing  Jones,  Josliua  E.  Lumaden,  Jolni 
Bruce,  Lauristou  B.  Hardin,  Willis  Whitakei-,  Donald  Jl.  M'Leod  am' 
Jesse  Adams  are  vvithdrawn  from  the  nomination;  and  that  Mr.  Sneed 
and  Mr.  Smith  attend  the  Senate  assuperintendants  of  the  balloting  on  tlie 
part  of  that  House. 

AVhcreupon,  a  message  was  senttotlie  House  of  Commons,  agreeina;  ( > 
tiie  foregoing  propositions,  and  stating  tiiat  the  name  of  Moscm  Lnsxl  Hdi 
is  withdrawn  from  the  nomination;  and  that  Mr.  Blackwell  a'ld  Yll-.  ]]eus- 
ly  attend  the  House  of  ('ommons  to  receive  the  ballots. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Comir.ons,  a  message,  proposing  thai  a 
joint  select  committee  be  appointed,  for  tlie  purpose  of  preparing  Joint 
Rules  for  the  government  of  tlie  tw(»  Houses;  and  appoint i(!<i;,  on  the  jiai-t 
of  that  House,  Messrs.  Hill,  Fisher,  Strange,  Duhmy  and  "Ward,  to  com- 
pose the  said  committee;  which  ])roposiiiuu  \\ as  agreed  to;  and  I\Ioss3-s. 
Scawell,  Cameron,  Branch,  Williamson  and  Spaight  were  appointed  on 
the  part  of  the  Senate. 

Mr.  Blackwell,  fr(nn  th.e  committee  aj^pointed  to  conduct  the  ballotinir 
for  one  engrossing  Clerk,  yet  to  be  elected,  Reported,  That  no  person  iii 
nomination  had  a  majority  of  votes;  and  tiiereupon,  on  motion  of  Mr. 
Sneed,  a  message  was  sent  to  tlie  House  of  Commons,  proposing  to  ballot 
immediately  for  one  engrossing  Clerk;  and  stating  that  t\\Q.  name  of  James 
Copeland  is  withdrav.ii  from  the  nomination. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  consenting  to  balhit 
inimedialely  for  one  engrossing  Clerk,  as  proposed  by  the  Senate;  and 
stating  ti\at  the  name  of  Burgess  L.  Beall  is  withd'.-awn  from  the  nomina- 
tion; and  that  Mr.  Cotton  and  Sir.  Burgin  attend  the  Senate  to  receive 
the  ballots.     V/hereupon,   i»Ir.    Vanhoalc,  and  JMr.  Brownrigg  were  ap- 


Mecklenburg;  and  Williaiu  Dickey,  Colonel  Commandant,  and  Thomas. 
Parsons,  Major  of  the  second  regiment  of  tlie  militia  of  Guilford  county; 
w'n.ich  resignations  v/erc  severally  read  and  accepted. 

Mr.  Vankook,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  conduct  tiie  baiioting 
fijr  one  engrossing  Clerk,  Reported,  That  Robert  Potter  was  duly  elected; 
v/lrlch  report  was  concurred  in. 

Mr.  Sullivan  presented  a  bill  "concerning  the  tov/n  of  liumberton;'* 
v,diich  was  read  tlie  first,  second  and  third  ti:nes,  passed,  and  ordered  to 
be  engrossed. 

Mr.  Carson,  presented  the  resignation  of  James  Askew,  a  Justice  of  the. 
Peace,  of  Burke  county;  which  ^vas  read  and  accepted. 

The  Senate  adjourned  until  to-morrov/  morning,  10  o'clock. 

Thursday,  Novembeu  21,  18.'-2'-3. 
The  Senate  met,  according  to  adjournment. 
Edvtard  Ward,  the  senator  from  the  county  of  Onslow,  appeared,  pro- 
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(h.'ite'd  the  certificate  of  his  olectinii,  was  qualified  before  tlie  Senate,  and 
took  his  sent. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message  from  his  excellency 
liie  Governor,  accompanied  ^vith  documents.  Accompanying  this  was  a 
message  to  the  Senaie,  from  the  House  of  Commons,  proposing  that  tlie 
message  from  liis  excellency  Itie  Governor  be  printed,  one  copy  for  each 
juember  of  this  General  Assemljly;  wliich  being  read  in  the  Senate,  was 
concurred  in;  and  the  House  of  ('ommons  was  informed  thereof  by  mes- 
sage. 

Received  from  the  House  of  (Commons,  the  following  resignations,  to 
wit:  Tiie  resignations  of  William  Aired,  of  Randolph  county;  Joseph  Sup- 
ton,  of  Beaufort  county;  Eenjanv.n  Cagle,  of  Montgomery  county:  A.  Fer- 
rill,  ofNasli  county;  John  EoVdown,  of  Warren  county;  Leonard  Linder- 
man,  of  Wilkes  county:  William  Haynes,  of  Haywood  county;  and  Eli- 
jah Whitehurst,  of  Carteret  county,  Justices  of  the  Peace;  which  were 
severally  read  and  accepted  by  the  Senate. 

Mr.  Cameron,  from-  the  select  joint  committee  appointed  to  prepare  and 
report  Joint  Rules  for  the  transaction  of  public  business,  reported  the  L'l- 
loAving,  to  v/it: 

L  Each  House  shall  perfect  and  finally  act  on  all  bills,  resolutions  and 
orders,  before  the  same  shall  be  communicated  to  the  other  for  its  concur- 
lence,  and  if  amended  in  the  House  to  which  it  is  transmitted,  it  shall  be 
communicated  to  the  House  in  %a  hich  it  originated,  asking  the  concurrence 
of  that  House  in  the  amendment. 

IL  In  any  case  of  amendment  of  a  bill  or  resolution,  agreed  to  in, one 
House,  and  dissented  to  in  the  other,  if  either  House  shall  request  a  con- 
fitrence,  and  appoint  a  committee  for  that  purpose,  and  the  other  House 
shall  also  appoint  a  committee  to  confer,  such  committee  shall  consist  of  an 
e([ual  number  of  Members  of  each  House,  and  shall,  at  a  convenient  time 
and  place,  to  be  agreed  on,  meet  and  state  to  each  other  the  reasons  of 
ilieir  respective  Houses  for  and  against  the  amendment,  and  confer  freely 
thereon,  and  make  a  report  in  writing  to  their  respective  Houses  ot  tlie 
lesult  of  their  conference. 

HL  jMessages  from  one  House  to  the  other  shall  be  sent  by  the  Clerk 
Assistant  of  each  House,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

IV.  When  a  message  shall  be  sent  from  one  House  to  the  other,  it  shall 
be  announced  at  the  doer  of  the  House  to  which  it  is  sent,  by  the  Door- 
keeper, and  shall  be  respectfully  communicated  to  the  Chair,  by  the  person 
by  v/hom  it  mav  be  sent. 

V.  After  a  bill  shall  have  passed  the  House  in  which  it  shall- have  ori,2;in- 
ated,  it  shall  be  under  the  signature  of  the  Clerk,  and  engrossed  under  his 
direction  and  inspection  before  it  shall  be  communicated  to  the  other 
House. 

VI.  After  a  bill  shall  have  passed  both  Houses,  it  shall  be  duly  enrolled 
on  suitable  paper  by  the  engrossing  Clerks  bef^^ilt  shall  be  presented  ibr 
ratification. 

VII.  When  bills  arc  enrolled,  they  shall  be  carefully  examined  by  a 
joint  committee  of  two  from  the  Senate  and  four  from  the  House  of  Co^m- 
mons,  appointed  as  a  committee  for  that  purpose;  v.hose  duty  it  shall  be 
carefully  to  compare  the  enrolment  with  the  engi-ossed  bills,  "as  passed  in 
the  iwo  Houses,and  correcting  any  errors  that  may  be  discovered  in  the  en 
rolled  bills,  and  make  their  report  of  the  said  bills  to  the  House. 
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VIII.  After  examination  and  report,  eacli  bill  sliall  be  ratiucd  aud  signed 
in  the  respective  Houses;  first  by  iliC  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Commons, 
and  then  bj  the  Speaker  of  the  Senate. 

IX.  Ail  orders,  resolutions  and  votes  of  the  two  Houses  shall  be  exami- 
ned, engrossed  and  signed  in  tiie  same  manner  as  bills. 

X.  When  a  bill  or  resolution  which  shall  have  passed  in  one  House,  is 
rejected  in  the  other,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  to  the  House  in  which 
the  same  may  have  passed. 

XI.  The  Commit'ets  in  each  House  shall  in  all  cases  make  a  statement 
of  facts  on  which  their  rejsort  is  fomided,  wliich  statement,  with  all  other 
papers  on  which  any  bill  or  resolution  shall  be  formed,  shall  be  transmitted 
to  the  other  House. 

XII.  The  Committee  of  Finance  shall  be  joint,  consisting  of  eight  mem- 
bers of  each  House,  one  to  be  selected  from  each  of  the  former  Judicial 
Districts. 

XIII.  Whenever  either  House  shall  order  any  paper  or  document  to  be 
printed,  it  shall  be  printed  in  ocla^.o  form,  on  good  paper  and  with  fair 
type,  and  sliall  be  distributed  in  the  following  manner:  One  copy  thereoi" 
to  each  member  of  the  General  Assembly,  one  copy  to  the  Clerk  of  each 
House  for  the  use  thereof,  and  ten  copies  shall  be  deposited  in  the  public 
Library. 

The  fnregoin?;  "Report  being  read,  was  adopted  by  the  Senate,  and  sent 
to  the  House  of  Comnions. 

Mr.  Barringer  presented  "A  bill  to  repeal,  an  act,  passed  in  the  year 
1820,  entitled  "an  act  limiting  the  time  in  wlncli judgments  before  a  Jus- 
tice of  the  Peace  may  be  revived;"  also,  an  act.  passed  in  1821,  entitled 
"an  act  to  explain  and  amend  an  act,  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the 
General  Assembly,  entitled  "an  act  limiting  the  time  within  which  judg- 
ments before  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  may  be  revived;"  v/hich  bill  was  read 
the  first  time,  and  passed. 

]Mr.  Spaight  presented  the  following  resolutions,  to  v/it: 

1.  Resolved,  That  so  much  of  the  Governor's  message  as  relates  to  internal  im- 
provenient,  be  referred  to  a  select  committee. 

2.  That  so  much  of  the  Governor's  message  as  relates  to  the  mlUtia,  and  the  pub- 
lic arms,  be  referred  to  a  select  committee. 

3.  That  so  mucli  of  the  Governor's  message  as  relates  to  education,  be  referred  to 
a  select  committee. 

4.  Thac  so  much  of  the  Governor's  message  asrela.tes  to  the  Cherokee  lands,  be  re- 
ferred to  a  select  committee. 

5.  That  so  much  of  the  Governor's  message  as  relates  to  the  agriculture  of  the 
state,  be  referred  to  a  select  committee. 

6.  Tliat  the  reports  from  the  Legislature  of  South-Carolina  and  Massachusetts,  on 
an  amendnient  to  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  relative  to  the  estabhshmeut 
of  a  national  bank,  be  referred  to  a  select  committee. 

7.  That  the  report  and  resolution,  received  from  Massachusettes,  relative  to  the 
appropriation  of  a  portion  cf  the  public  lands  for  education,  be  referred  to  the  same 
select  committee,  to  whom  is  referred  that  part  cf  the  Governor's  message  which 
relates  to  education. 

And  the  foregoing  Resolutions  were  read  and  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Cameron  presented  the  ioliowing  resolution;  which  was  read  and 
adopted,  to  wit: 

Resolved,  Tiiat  a  select  committee  be  appointed,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  all 
bills  or  other  propositions  relating  to  the  judiciaiy.

The  Senate  met, 

Mr.  Outlaw,  t]ie  senator  from  the  county  of  Bertie,  appeared,  produced 
tho  certificate  of  his  electloii,  was  qualified,  and  took  his  seat. 

Mr.  Glisson,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  dravf  up  rules  of  order 
for  the  !i;ove;-nment  of  the  Senate,  reported  tlie  following,  to  wit : 

\.  Wlien  the  Speaker  takes  the  Chair,  each  Member  shall  take  his  seat; 
and,  ;)n  the  appearance  of  a  quorum,  the  journal  of  the  preceding  day  shall 
be  read. 

IL  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver  any  mat- 
ter to  the  House,  lie  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and  respectfully  address 
himself  to  the  Speaker,  and  shall  confine  liimself  to  the  question  under 
flebate,  and  avoid  personality.  And  when  two  or  more  Members  happen 
to  rise  at  once,  the  Speaker  shall  name  the  one  who  is  first  to  speak.  No 
Member  shall  speak  oftener  than  twice  on  the  same  question,  without 
leave  of  the  House.  And  when  any  Member  is  speaking,  he  shall  not  be 
interrupted  by  any  person,  either  by  spealdng  er  by  standing,  or  passing 
between  liiin  and  the  Chair. 

in.  If  any  Member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  transgress  the  rules  of 
tlie  House,  the  Speaker  shall,  or  any  Member  ma}^  call  to  order;  in  which. 
case,  the  Member  so  called  to  order  shall  immediately  sit  down,  unless 
permitted  to  explain  ;  and  tlie  House  shall,  if  appealed  to,  decide  on  the 
case,  but  without  debate  :  if  there  be  no  appeal,  the  decision  of  the  Chair 
shall  be  submitted  to  ;  if  the  decision  be  in  favor  of  the  Member  called  to 
order,  he  shall  be  at  liberty  to  proceed — if  otherwise,  and  the  case  require 
it,  he  shall  be  liable  to  the  censure  of  the  House. 

IV..  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  no  other  m.otion  shall  be  re- 
ceived, unless  it  is  to  amend  the  main  question,  to  postpone  it,  to  commit 
it,  to  let  it  lie  on  the  table,  or  to  adjourn. 

V.  Questions  on  bills  and  resolutions  may  be  stated  by  the  Speaker  sit- 
ting, but  shall  be  put  standing.  Questions  shall  be  distinctly  put  in  this 
form  :  "  As  many  as  are  of  opinion  that  (as  the  case  may  be)  say  Aye  ;'* 
and,  after  the  ailirmative  voice  is  expressed — "As  many  as  are  of  a  con- 
trary opinion  say  No."  If  the  Speaker  doubts  as  to  the  voice  of  the  ma- 
jurity,  or  a  division  be  called  for,  the  S])eaker  shall  call  on  those  in  the  af- 
firmative of  the  question  to  rise  from  their  seats,  and  afterwards  those  in 
the  negative.  If  the  Speaker  still  doubt,  or  a  countbe  required,  the  Speak- 
er shall  name  two  Members,  oi'ie  from  each  side,  to  tell  tlic  Members  in 
the  affirmative  ;  vv-hich  being  reported,  he  shall  then  name  two  others,  one 
from  each  side,  to  tell  those  in  tlie  negative  ;  wliich  being  also  reported,  he 
shall  state  the  division  to  the  House,  and  announce  its  decision.  No  Mem- 
ber shall  be  permitted  to  enter  Ills  Yea  or  Nay  unless  he  be  within  the  bar 
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of  the  Senale  at  the  lime  the  questiou  is  put  from  tlie  Ciiulr,  unices  bv 
leave  of  the  Senate. 

VI.  When  any  Member  shall  make  a  motion  which  is  not  of  course,  he 
shall  reduce  the  same  to  writing,  if  rcquircrl, 

VII.  In  all  cases  of  ballot  by  the  House,  the  Speaker  shall  vote  ;  and 
when,  on  a  division,  there  shall  be  an  equal  number  of  votes,  tlie  Speaker 
shall  decide  the  question.  Inno  otlier  case  shall  he  vote,  unless  his  vote, 
if  o-iven  to  the  minority,  will  make  the  division  equal ;  and  wlien  an  equal 
division  is  produced  by  the  Speaker's  vote,  the  (juestion  shall  be  lost. 

VIII.  No  Member  shall  depart  the  service  of  tiie  House  without  leave, 
or  receive  pay  as  a  Member  for  the  tiiue  he  is  absent. 

IX.  Petitions,  memorials,  and  other  papers,  adtlresscd  to  the  House, 
shall  be  presented  by  the  Speaker,  or  by  a  Member  in  liis  place  ;  a  brief 
statement  of  the  contents  tliereof  shall  verbally  bf»  made  by  the  introdu- 
cer, and  the  petition,  memorial,  or  other  paper  shall  not  be  read,  unless 
so  ordered  by  the  House. 

X.  A  bill  or  resolution,  for  the  appropriation  of  public  mone}',  shall  be 
read  the  first  time  for  information  ;  ami  upon  this  reading;  shall  not  be  sub- 
ject to  amendment,  but  may  be  amended  on  the  secoiul  or  tliird  i-eading. 

XI.  All  bills  of  a  public  nature,  when  ready  for  the  second  hearin;^-, 
shall  be  noted  to  be  read  at  least  one  day  previous  thereto,  and  then  sluill 
first  be  read  for  information,  and  afterwards  paragraph  by  paragraph,  and 
held  open  for  amendment. 

XII.  When  a  question  has  been  once  decided,  it  shall  be  in  order  for 
any  Member  of  the  majority  to  move  for  the  recontideration  thereof  on  the 
same  or  succeeding  day. 

XIII.  The  Speaker  shall  examine  and  correct  t\\c  Journal  before  it  i.s 
read  ;  he  shall  have  the  general  direction  of  the  Hall ;  he  shall  designat(i 
the  Members  who  shall  compose  select  committees,  except  when  otherwise 
ordered  ;  and  the  select  committees  of  this  House  shall  consist  of  five 
members. 

XIV.  There  shall  be  appointed,  by  the  Senate,  a  committee  of  Proposi- 
tions and  Grievances,  a  committee  of  Privileges  and  Elections,  and  a  com- 
mittee of  Claims,  consisting  of  eight  members,  one  to  be  selected  from 
each  old  Judiciary  District. 

XV.  When  the  House  resolves  itself  into  a  committee  of  the  whole,  the 
Speaker  shall  leave  the  chair,  and  appoint  a  chairman ;  and  when,  upon 
iiny  other  occasion,  the  Speaker  wishes  to  leave  the  chair,  he  shall  appoint 
a  Speaker  pro.  tem. 

XVI.  When  any  petition,  memorial,  or  other  paper  addressed  to  the 
House,  shall  have  been  referred,  either  to  one  of  the  standing  or  select 
committees,  the}^  shall,  in  their  report  on  the  petition,  memorial,  or  other 
paper,  make  a  statement  in  writing  of  the  focts  embraced  in  the  case  so 
referred. 

XVII.  In  case  of  any  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in  the  gallery 
or  lobby,  the  Speaker,  or  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  the  whole  House 
shall  have  power  to  have  the  same  cleared. 

XVIII.  No  person,  except  Members  of  the  House  of  Commons,  Offi- 
cers and  Clerks  of  the  two  Houses  of  the  General  Assembly,  Judges  of 
the  Supreme  and  Superior  Courts,  Officers  of  the  State  resident  at  the  seat 
of  Government,  Members  of  Congress,   persons  particularly  invited  hy 
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the  Sjvcakev,  an;l  such  p;entlcmen  as  have  been  members  of  either  House 
of  the  Legislature,  shall  be  admitted  within  the  Hall  of  the  Senate. 

XLY.  Any  Member  dissatisfied  with  the  decision  of  the  Speaker,  on  any 
fjueslion  of  order,  may  appeal  to  the  House. 

XX.  YV'lieu  tlie  private  interests  of  a  Member  are  concerned  in  a  bill, 
querition  or  resolution,  he  is  to  withdraw  ;  and  he  is  not  to  be  a  member 
of  the  Committee  to  which  such  bill,  question  or  resolution  maybe  referred. 

XXL  When  the  House  adjourns,  the  Members  shall  keep  their  seats 
till  the  tiie  Speaker  leaves  the  chair. 

XXII.  On  motion  foi-  adjournment,  tlie  question  shall  be  decided  with- 
out debate. 

T!ie  foregoing  being  read,  it  was  JRssolved,  That  the  Senate  do  concur 
therewith;  and,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Williamson,  it  was  Ordered,  that  the 
same,  together  with  the  Joint  Rules  and  Orders  of  the  two  Houses,  adopted 
at  this  session,  be  printed,  one  copy  for  each  member  of  the  General  As- 
sejiibly.

^\•^s  referred  to  the  commit(ee  of  Claims. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Conr.nons  the  resignations  of  Jesse  Van- 
noy  and  George  Wheally,  Justices  of  the  Peace  of  Wilkes  county  ;: 
v.iuchwcre  read  and  accepted  by  the  Senate.

Monday,  November  25,  1822. 
The  Senate  met. 

A  message  was  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons,  stating  that  the  Senate 
have  passed  a  bill  to  amend  an  act  passed  in  tKe  year  1806,  entitled  "an 
act  directing  the  sale  of  public  lands  adjoining  the  town  of  Smithville ;" 
in  which  they  ask  the  concurrence  of  that  House. 

Mr.  Person,  the  Senator  from  the  county  of  Moore,  and  Mr.  Hyman, 
the  Senator  from  the  county  of  Martin,  appeared,  produced  the  certifi- 
cates of  their  election,  were  qualified  before  the  House,  and  took  their 
seats. 

Mr.  Boddie  presented  the  following  resolution. 
'  That  the  ''uplic  Treasurer  be  authorised  to  pay  to  John  Uicks,  late  sherifFof  Nash 
Countv,  the  sum  of  nine  dollars  and  sixt}-  cents,  for  forty-eight  insolvent  polls  for  the 
year  1819,  and  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  and  eighty  cents,  for  fifty-four  insolvent  polls 
for  the  j'ear  1S20  ;  and  that  he  be  allowed  the  same  in  the  settlement  of  his  public 
accounts.

Received  from  the  House  of  Ccnnnon 5  a  certificate  of  an  allowance, 
Imadc  by  the  County  Court  of  Cumherland,  in  favor  of  Isabella  Campbell, 
Avidow  of  Jamas  Campbell,  a  s:)!dier  i)i  the  continental  line  of  this  state, 
in  tiie  revolutionary  war  ;  which  was  endorseil,  read  and  countersigned 
by  the  Speaker  of  that  House  ;  and,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Bethune^  the 
same  v/as  countersigned  by  the  Speaker  of  the  Senate. 

Mr.  Troy  presented  a  bill  to  alter  the  times  of  holding  the  Superior 
Courts  in  the  lifth  circuit  ;  which  was  read  the  first  tune  and  passed ;  and, 
on  motion  of  Mr.  Spaight,  was  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table.

Mr.  Spaight  presented  the  petition  of  John  Rliem,  and  others,  of  the 
county  of  Craven,  praying  an  allowance  for  services  rendered  in  a  detach- 
ment of  the  militia  of  said  county,  called  out  for  the  purpose  of  suppress- 
ing and  quieting  depredations  and  alarms  made  by  certain  slaves  and  other 
])3rsons  of  color,  unlawfully  aimed,  and  for  wounds  received  in  render- 
ing the  said  services  ;  anil  Mr.  Davis  presented  the  petition  of  Ference 
Peilettier,  and  others,  on  the  same  subject;  which  petitions  were  referred 
to  the  committee  of  claims.

Thereupon,  tlie  said  resolution  \vasread  the  third  time,  and  passed,  and 
ordered  to  be  enrolled.

Mr.  M'Kay  presented,  the  following  resolution  :

Hesolved,  further,  TJiat  the  said  committee  inquire  into  the  expediency  of  making* 
liable  to  execution  the  legal  and  equitable  riglits  of  redemption,  which  are,  or  may 
maybe  possessed  by  mortgagoi s,  in  or  to  jicijonal  proijirty  pledged  or  mortgaged 
by  them.     Which  was  referred  accordingly. 

Mr.  M'Kay  presented  a  rcsolutioa  directing  (lie  Treasurer  to  pay  to 
Griffith  I.  White,  sherift' of  Bladen  coiuity,  tliear.io'.'nt  due  him  for  twen- 
ty-two insolvent  polls,  and  one  store,  for  the  year  1820;  whicli  was  re- 
ferred to  tlie  committee  of  Claims. 

Mr.  Sullivan  presented  a  bill  to  amend  an  act,  passed  in  the  year  1798,

The  bill  to  repeal  an  act,  passed  in  tlie  j^ear  1820,  entitled  an  act  di- 
recting the  manner  in  which  property  levied  on  by  sheriffs  and  constable* 
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avluill  be  solil  hereafter;  also,  an  act,  passed  in  tho  year  1821,  entitled  an 
act  directing  the  time  and  place  of  sale  of  lands  and  slaves  under  execu- 
tion ;  was  read  the  seccud  time,  and,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Person,  was  refer- 
red to  a  select  committee,  consisting  of  Messrs.  Person,  Williamson,  M'Kay, 
Outlaw,  and  Se;\wol!. 

The  Senate  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning,  10  o'clock*

Mr.  Cameron,  Irom  the  committee  on  the  Judiciary,  to  vrhom  was  refer- 
red the  resolution  adopted  on  the  25th  ultimo,  directing  an  inquiry  whe- 
ther any  alteration  is  necessary  to  be  made  in  the  judiciary  system  of  this 
state,  reported  a  bill  to  establish  Courts  of  Equity,  separate  frism  the 
.Courts  of  Law  wi'Jiin  this  s^te  ;  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  pass- 
ed ;  and,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Vanhook,  tiie  same  was  ordered  to  be  printed.

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that  they  ha'\  e 
passed  a  bill  to  repeal  part  of  an  act,  passed  fen  the  year  1784,  entitled  an- 
act  to  prevent  the  exportation  of  unmerchantable  commodities;  also,  a  bill 
to  provide  for  the  removal  of  the  Clerk's  office,  of  the. Courts  of  Pleas  and 
Quarter  Sessions  of  Guilford  county  to  the  Court  House  ;  and  thereupon 
the  said  bills  were  read  the  first  time,  and  passed  by  the  Senate.

The  Senate  entered  on  the  orders  of  the  day,  and,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Ca- 
imeron,  resolved  itself  into  a  committee  of  the  whole,  Mr.  Spaight  in  th 
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chair,  on  the  bill  to  establish  Courts  of  Equity,  separate  from  the  Courts  of 
Law,  within  this  state;  and  after  some  time  spent  therein,,  the  committee 
rose,  reported  progress,  and  obtained  leave  to  sit  again. 
.  The  Senate  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning,  10  o'clock. 

Saturday,  Deceiibeu  7,  1822. 
The  Senate  met.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Person,  a  message  was  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons, 
proposing  to  ballot  for  a  Treasure)-,  Comptroller,  and  public  Printer,  \vinch 
was  heretofore  agreed  by  the  two  houses  to  take  place  this  day,  and  ap- 
pointing Mr.  Wall  and  Sir.  Person  superintendants  of  the  balloting  on  the 
part  of  the  Senate. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  agreeing  to  ballot  for 
Treasurer,  Comptroller,  and  public  Printer,  as  proposed  by  the  Senate, 
and  appointing  Mr.  Jiggitts  and  Mr.  Robert  A.  Jones  superintendants, of 
the  balloting  on  the  part  of  that  house. ' 

Mr.  DaA'is  presented  a  bill  to  authorise  the  trustees  of  the  Portsmouth 
Academy,  in  Carteret  county,  to  raise,  by  lottery,  one  thousand  dollars ; 
and  Mr.  Williamson  presented  a  bill  to  repeal,  in  part,  an  act  of  the  Gene- 
ral Aosembly  of  this  state,  entitled  an  act  directing  the  designation  of  hands, 
and  how  they  shall  be  compelled  to  work  under  overseers  of  roads;  here- 
after, in  the  counties  of  Lincoln,  Columbus,  Burke,  and  Rockingham; 
wliich  bills  were  read  the  first  time,  and  passed. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  agreeing  to  ballot 
immediately  for  a  brigadier  general  of  the  15tli  brigade  of  militia,  as  pro- 
proposed  by  the  Senate;  and  appointing  Mr.  Hill  and  Mr.  JM'Kay  superin- 
tendants of  the  balloting  on  the  part  of  that  House;  whereupon,  Mr.  Black- 
well  and  Mr.  Raiburn  were  appointed  superintendants  on  the  part  of  the 
Senate. 

The  bill,  declaring  at  what  age  a  freeman  shall  be  exempt  from  working 
on  roads.  Was  read  the  third  time.  Mr.  Davis  moved  to  amend  the  same, 
by  inserting  the  word  "  ^p/^,^7f,"  after  the  v/ord  "'no,'^  in  the  5th  line;  and 
Mr.  Seawell  moved  that  the  said  bill,  together  with  tlie  amendment  under 
consideration,  be  indefinitely  postponed;  and  the  question  thereon  was 
determined  in  the  affirmative. 

Mr.  W^ard,  from  the  committee  of  Claims,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
claims  of  a  number  of  citizens  of  Onslow  and  Jones  counties,  who  were  or- 
dered into  service  during  the  year  1821,  to  prevent  an  insurrection  of  the 
slaves  in  said  counties,  reported  the  follov/ing  resolution,  to  wit: 

That  the  Treasurer,  Comptroller,  and  Secretary  of  State,  be,  and  they  are  hereby 
constituted  a  board,  before  whom  all  claims  of  the  militia  of  Onslow  and  Jones,  for 
services  and  supplies  for  the  men  called  out  to  suppress  an  insurrection  or  rebellion  in 
said  counties,  in  the  year  1821,  shall  be  laid.  Said  board  shall  examine  their  accounts, 
and  allow  them,  for  services  and  rations,  as  troops  of  the  United  States  are  allowed, 
wben  in  actual  service.  The  time  of  service  not  to  exceed  twenty-six  days  for  the 
militia  of  Onslov/,  nor  five  days  for  those  of  Jones.  Said  board  shall  meet  on  the 
first  day  of  May  next,  and  act  upon  the  claims  until  settled.  They  shall  return  a  list 
of  all  claims  they  may  allow,  to  the  Treasurer,  who  shall  pay  the  same  to  the  person 
to  whom  the  same  may  be  allowed,  or  his  attorney;  and  the  Treasurer  shall  be  al- 
lowed for  the  same,  in  the  settlement  of  his  public  accounts, 

Wliich  resolution  v/as  read  the  first  time  and  passed. 
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Mr.  PorsOT,,  A'cvii  tlie  couunlttee.  appointed  tp  conduct  the  balloting  for 
Treasurer^  Cuiuptroller,  and  PaUlic  Printer,  reported  that  John  liaywood 
was  duly  elected  Public  Treasurer,  Joseph  Hawkins,  Comptroller,  and 
Thoiiias"  Henderson,  Public  Printer.     Whiciv  report  wi^g  concurred  in.  . 

Received  from  the.  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  agreeing  to  the 
amendments  made  by  the  Senate  to  thebill  to  regulate  the  Courts  of  Pleas 
and  Quarter  Sessions,  in  tlie  county  of  Cabarrus,  except  that  part  which 
proposes  to  add  the  county  of  Montgoraevy;  to  which  they  disagree. 
Wiiereupon,  a  message  was  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons,  in  answer 
there co;  s'^ting  that  the  Senate  wjiisif -on  their  amendment  to  the  bill  to 
regulate  thecJCourts  of  Pleas  and  Quarter.Sessions,  m  tire  county  of  Cabar- 
rus, whlcli  proposes  to  add  (he  county  of  Montgomery. 

In  coivformity  to  notice  heretofore  given,  iiis  excellency  Gabriel  Ilolrnes 
appeared,  at  12  o'clock,  in  the  hall  of  the  House  of  Commons,  both  Houses 
being.specially  convened. for  that  purpose;. v/hen  the  necessary  oaths,  pre- 
scribed by  law,  were  administered  to  him  by  the  honorable  John  L.  Taylor, 
chief  i'ustice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  State. 

After  which  the  Senate  returned  to  their  chamber,  for  the  purpose  of  le- 
gislation. 

Sir.  Carson  presented  the  petition  of  sundrj^  inhabitants  of  Burke  county, 
praying  that  millers,  in  certain  cases,  be -compeiled  to  %vork  on  the.ptibMc 
roads;  wliich  was  referred  to  the  committee  of  Propositions  and.Grievances. 

Tiie  bill  coniinning  certain  grants  therein  inentioiied,  v*-as  read  the  se- 
cond time;  when  ivlr.  M'Kay  moved  that  tlie  sarae  be  indeii!;]itely  post- 
poned; and  the  question- thereon  was  determined  in  the  a^rlrmative. 

Mr.  Blackwell,  from  the  committee  appointed -to  conduct  the  balloting

Fas:an  is  Vvdthdrawu  from  the  nomination. 

rhe  engrossed  bill  to  compel  the  clerks.  ®f  the  Superior  Court  of  Law 
and  Court  of  Pleas  and  Quarter  Sessions  of  Hyde  county  to  keep  their 
offices  near  their  Court- House,  was  read  the  second  time;  when  Mr.  Jor- 
dan moved  that  the  same  be  indeiinitely  postponed;  and  the  question  tliere- 
on  was  determined  in  the  affirmative,  and  the  House  of  Commons  was 
informed  thereof  by  message. 

Mr.  Graves  presented  a  bill  to  amend  an  act  pas,5ed  in  the  year  1821, 
entitled  an  act  to  provide  for  the  execution  of  process,  v/here  there  shall 
be  no  proper  sheriff  to  execute  the  same;  which  was  read  the  first  time  and 
passed. 

Mr.  Person  presented  a  bill  establishing  the  Bank  of  North-Carolina; 
which  was  read  the  first  time  and  passed;  and,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Jacocks, 
ordered  to  be  printed,  one  copy  for  each  member  of  the  General  Assem- 

The  engrossed  bdl  to  incorporate  Golden  Fleece  Lodge,  No.  74,  in  the 
town  of  Milton,  and  for  other  purposes,  was  read  the  third  time.  Mr. 
Baker,  of  Gates,  moved  that  the  said  bill  lie  upon  the  table;  Miiich  was 
not  agreed  to.  Mr.  Lindsay  then  moved  to  amend  the  bill  by  inserting 
the  following  section:  "  And  be  it  farther  enacted,  that  the  said  Slaster 
and  Wardens  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorised  and  empov,ered  to  raise

■Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  th.at  Mr.  Yv^ard 
and  Mr.  Blackledge  are  aj)pointed  superintendants  of  the  balloting  for  a 
Senator  to  represent  this  s;ate  in  tha  Congress  of  tlie  United  States,  as 
heretofore  agreed  on  to  take  place  tins  day,  and  now  attend  t!ie  Senate  to 
receive  the  ballots,  and  nomi:  :!,ting  for  Senator  tlie  Honorable  Eartlett  Yan- 
cey, the  Honorable  John  Brant-'i,  and  the  Honorable  Montfort  Stokes  ;  and 
proposing  that  the  committee  wait  on  tlie  sick  members  in  their  chambers 
to  receive  their  ballots.

1810,  entitled  an  act  to  establish  the  mode  ot  elections,  in  future,  in  the 
county  of  IJiino  nbe  ;  the  bill  to  appoint  commissioners,  and  to  incorporate 
the  to'.\  n  of  Huntsville,  in  tlie  county  of  Surry  ;  and  the  bill  to  incorporate 
thf.'  .».lL'cklenburg  A-^ricultural  Society;  were  severally  read  the  second  time, 
and  ])a>sod. 

Tiiefollowiii!!  bills  were  presented,  to  wit:  By  Mr.  Wade,  a  bill  directing 
in  what  niinner  lands  and  slaves  under  execution  shall  be  sold,  in  future, 
in  the  county  of  Randolph  ;  M'r.  Barringer,  a  bill  pointing  out  the  duties 
of  Justice^  of  the  Peace  and  constables,  in  future,  in  this  state ;  Mr.  M'Kay, 
a  bill  to  authorise  tli"  County  Courts  to  require  administrators  and  others, 
10  give  other  or  counter  security  upon  the  petition  of  their  sureties  ;  and,  a 
bilf  givln'i  exclusive  jurisdiction  to  the  Superior  Court  of  Bladen,^  of  pleas 
and  prosecutions  of  the  state  ;  which  bills  were  severally  read  the  first  time, 
and  passed ;  and,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Barrino;er,  the  above  mentioned  bill 
pointing  out  the  duties  of  Justices  of  the  Peace  and  cimstables,  in  future, 
in  this  state,  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  Judiciary. 

Mr.  Sneed  presented  the  petition  of  John  Howell,  of  Granville  county, 
praying  to  be  restored  to  credit,  which  was  referred  to  the  committee  ol 
Propositions  and  Grievances. 

Mr.  Jones,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  conduct  the  balloting  for 
a  Senator  of  this  state,  in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  reported,  that 
no  person  in  nomination  had  received  a  majority  of  the  votes.

The  resignations  of  Thomas  V.  Hargis,  Justice  of  the  Pe?oe  of  Person 
county ;  Philip  Alston,  Justice  of  the  Peace  of  Chatham  county  ;  Samuel 
Chunn,  Colonel  Commandant  of  the  cavalry  of  the  15th  b;i<.';ade  of  militia; 
and  James  Sharp,  Major  of  cavalry  in  the  8th  brigade  of  inllitla  ;  were  se- 
verally read  and  accejited. 

The  Senate  adjourned  until  (o-raorrow  morning,  10  o'clock. 

Wednesday,  Decemreii  11,  1822. 
Tlie  Senate  met. 

A  mesR&»e  w-as  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons,  stating  that  the  Senate 
have  passed  a  bill  to  appoint  commissioners  to  contract  with  Jeremiah  Land, 
for  twenty  acres  of  land  to  erect  a  town  upon,  and  for  other  purposes  ;  anil 
a  resolution  appoin  ing  llie  Trea.->urcr,  Comptroller,  and  Secretary  of  State, 
a  board,  6ic.  in  whicli  iliey  ask  tlie  concurrence  of  tliat  house. 

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  Senate,  a  letter  from  his  excellency  the  Go- 
vernor, accompanied  with  the  Annual  Rep  rtof  the  Board  of  Internal  Im- 
provement, in  this  state,  togetl«;r  with  the  several  Reports  of  Hii  nilton 
Fulton,  esq.  State  Engineer ;  and  thereupon  it  was  resolved,  on  motion  of 
Mr.  Baker,  of  Gates,  that  the  Board  for  Internal  Improvement  be  request- 
ed to  have  printed,  for  the  use  of  each  Member  of  Assembly,  four  copies 
of  the  Annual  Report  of  said  board,  and  of  the  several  Reports  of  INlr.  Ful- 
ton accompi^nying  the  same. 

Mr.  Branc!!,  from  the  committee  on  Internal  Improvement,  to  whom 
was  referred  a  resolution  directing  them  to  inquire  into  the  nature  and  ex- 
tent of  the  contract  existing;  between  the  state  and  Hamilton  Fulton.  En- 
gineer, reported  a  letter  from  his  excellency  the  Governor,  on  the  subject 
to  them  referred;  and  the  same  being  read,  Mr.  M 'Kay  moved  that  the 
report  above  mentioned,  be  recommitted  to  the  same  committee,  with  in- 
structions to  report,  specially,  the  contract  existing  between  the  Board  of 
Internal  Impro\ement  and  the  Civil  Engineer;  which  was  agreed  to. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Glisson,  a  message  was  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons, 
proposing  to  ballot  immediately  for  a  Senator  of  this  state,  in  the  Congress 
of  the  United  States ;  and  a  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Com- 
mons, in  answer  thereto,  agieeing  to  ballot,  as  proposed  by  the  Senate, 
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ami  appointing  Mr.  Burgin  and  Mr.  Garey  as  superintendants  of  tlie  bal- 
lodno;  on  the  part  of  that  house.  Thereupon,  Mr.  Penton  and  Mr.  Glissoa 
were  appointed  superintendants  on  the  part  of  the  Senate. 

Mr.  Ward,  from  the  committee  of  Claims,  to  whom  was  referred  a  re- 
solution directing-  the  Secretary  o*"  State  to  issue  to  Joseph  M'Gee,  a  grant 
tiierein  mentioned,  reported  the  f  (llowinj  resolution: 

Thut  the  SecreUrv  of  State  be,  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  issue  to  Joseph  M'Gee, 
a  grant  for  one  hundred  and  fifty  acres  of  land,  entered  in  the  office  of  James  Mat- 
thews, Entry  Taker  of  Moore  count},  bearing  date  the  25th  of  November,  1788,  No. 
167,  as  appears  by  tlie  entry  on  the  books  in  the  Secretary's  office,  and  also  by  a  du- 
plicate warrant  issued  by  M.  Martin,  E.  T.  for  the  aforesaid  county,  in  compliance 
with  an  order  to  him  directed  from  the  Court  of  Pleas  and  Quarter  Sessions,  held  for 
the  county  of  Moore,  which  said  duphcate  warrant  bears  date  the  16th  of  May,  A-  T>. 
182  J. 
Wiiich  was  read  and  agreed  to,  and  ordered  to  be  engrossed. 
Mr.  Troy  presented  the  following  resolution : 
That  the  committee  on  Internal  Improvement  be  instructed  to  inquire  into  the 
expediency  of  appropriating  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  from  the  fund 
set  ajjart  for  Internal  Improvement,  for  the  purpose  of  clearinc;  out  and  rendering 
navigable  Waccamaw  River,  in  Columbus  county,  from  the  Waccamaw  Lake  to  the 
South  Carolina  line  ;  and  that  they  report  by  bill,  or  otherwise. 
Which  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Williams  presented  the  petition  of  sundry  inhabitants  of  the  town  of 
Washiniiton,  in  the  county  of  Beaufort,  praving  for  the  organization  of  one 
or  more  Fire  Engine  Companies,  together  with  a  bill  to  carry  the  praverof 
the  petitioners  into  eiTect;  which  was  referred  to  the  committee  of  Propo- 
sitions and  Grievances. 

Mr.  Glisson,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  conduct  the  ball otinw  for 
a  Senator  of  this  state,  in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  reported,  that 
n)p?rs;)n  in  nomination  had  received  a  majority  of  t!ie  votes. 

The  following  bills  were  presented,  to  wit:  By  Mr.  I/indsav,  a  bill  to 
prevent  the  fire-huntinii;  of  fowl,  in  Currituck  county  ;  Mr.  Devane,  a  bill 
to  alter  the  ])lace  of  holding  regimental  and  battalion  musters  in  tlie  ccmntv 
of  Xew-IIantner  ;  and  Mr.  Brownrigg,  a  bill  for  the  better  regulation  of 
the  militia  of  this  state  ;  which  bills  were  severally  read  the  first  time,  and 
passed. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Cameron,  the  Senate  resolved  itself  into  a  committee 
of  the  whole,  Mr.  Spaight  in  the  chair,  on  the  bill  to  establish  Courts  of 
Equitv,  separate  from  the  Courts  of  Law,  in  this  state  ;  and  after  some 
time  spent  therein,  the  committee  rose,  reported  progress,  and  asked  leave 
to  sit  again,  which  was  ro*'iised  ;  and  thereupon,  the  said  bill  was  made 
the  order  of  the  day  for  Saturday  next. 

Tlie  bill  authorising  Courts  of  Pleas  and  Quarter  Sessions  to  take  one 
bond  only  of  a  guardian,  to  two  or  more  minors,  l')lding  property  in  com- 
mon, was  read  die  second  time,  ami  passed  :  and  the  said  bill  being  read 
the  third  time,  was  amencled,  on  motion  of  Mr.  M'Kay,  by  inserting  in  the  , 
8th  line  of  the  first  section  the  words  "  shoull  the  said  court  deem  it  pro- 
per;"* and  the  same,  as  amended,  was  passed  the  third  time,  and  ordered 
to  be  engrossed. 

The  engrossed  bill  to  appoint  commissioners  to  assess  the  damages  sus- 
tained bv  individuals  from  the  establij.hnient  of  Horton's  Turnpike  Road, 
was  read  the  sccend  and  third  time,  and  paiifed,  anU  ordered  to  be  eer»l- 
lei. 
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Tlie  Speaker  laid  before  the  Senate  the  resignation  of  Abraham  Darilao, 
the  Senator  elect  from  the  county  of  Greene;  whereupon,  it  was  ordered 
that  a  wiit  of  election  issue  to  the  sheriff  of  Greene  county,  commanding 
liim  to  hold  an  election  at  the  several  places  appointed  by  law,  in  sain 
county,  for  the  purpose  of  choosing  a  person  duly  <iualiiied  to  represent 
said  county  in  the  Senate,  on  Thursday,  the  19th  day  of  this  month;  which 
VvTit  was  issued  accordingly. 

The  Senate  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning,  10  o'clock.

Mr.  Ward,  from  the  committee  of  Claims,  to  v  hom  was  referred  the  pe- 
tition of  Ferrence  Pelletier,  and  others,  praying  for  compensation  to  be  made 
to  them  for  services  performed  in  the  year  1821,  in  the  militia  called  out 
to  suppress  and  apprehend  runaway  negroes,  in  Carteret  county,  reported 
the  followinu;  res(»lution  : 

Tliat  tlie  Treasurer,  Comptroller  and  Secretarj'  of  State,  be  constituted  a  board 
before  whom  all  claims  shall  be  laid,  of  the  militia  of  Carteret  county,  for  services  and 
supplies  for  the  men  called  out  to  suppress  an  insurrection,  or  rebellion,  in  said  coun- 
ty, in  the  year  1821.  The  board  shall  eva'.  ine  their  accounts,  and  allow  them  for 
se:\ices  and  rations  as  troops  of  the  United  States  are  allowed,  when  in  actual  ser* 
vice ;  the  time  of  service  not  to  exceed  twenty-one  days.  The  said  board  sliall  meet 
on  the  first  day  of  May  next,  and  act  upon  the  claims  until  settled.  They  shall  return 
a  list  of  all  tlic  claims  they  may  allow,  to  the  Treasurer,  who  shall  pay  the  same  to 
till'  person  to  vho.u  tiiL  same  may  be  allowed,  or  his  attorney;  and  the  Treasurer 
shall  be  allowed  tlie  same  m  the  settlement  of  his  public  accetints. 
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Which  resolution  being  read,  it  was  resoived  bj  the  Senate  that  the  same 
sliall  not  pass. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  proposing  that  the 
two  houses  proceed  to  ballot  for  Counsellors  of  State,  for  the  ensuing  year; 
Avliich  proposition,  was  not  ii2;reed  to.  Thereupon,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Spaight, 
a  message  was  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons,  proposing  to  ballot  for  Coun- 
sellors of  State,  at  the  meeting  of  the  two  houses  to-morrow  morning. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Common;^,  a  message,  agreeing  to  ballot 
immediately  for  a  Senator  to  represent  this  state,  in  the  Senate  of  the  Unit- 
ed States ;  and  appointing  Mr.  Love  and  Mr.  Speight  a  committee  to  con- 
duct the  balloting  on  the  part  of  that  house,  which  was  agreed  to.

a  report  unfavorable  to  the  prayer  of  ilie  petit io!ier ;  w  liich  was  concurred  in, 
Mr.  Shober,  from  the  sa:ne  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  peti- 
ttan  of  Jesse  Hulsey,  praying  for  a  pension,  made  a  re}>ort  unfavorable  to 
the  prayer  of  the  petitioner;  which,  on  motion,  was  ordered  to  lie  on  the 
table.

Mr.  Cameron,  from  the  committee  on  the  Judiciary,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred a  bill  to  amend  an  act,  passed  in  the  year  1817,  entitled  an  act  con- 
cerning promissory  notes,  and  other  negociable  instruments,  reported  the 
said  bill  witliout  amendment;  and  thereupon  the  said  bill  was  read  the  se- 
cond time,  and,  on  motion,  was  indefinitely  postponed.

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that  they  have 
passed  the  en2;rossed  bill  from  the  Senate,  entitled  a  bill  to  amend  an  act, 
passed  in  1810,  entitled  an  additional  act  to  an  act  entitled  Feme  Coverts 
how  to  pass  lands,  with  the  following  amendments,  to  wit:  to  strike  ou% 
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the  words  "  «Mry  hove  been  or,''^  in  the  7th  line  of  the  enacting  section ;  the 
words  *'and  shall  fiave  been  or,^^  in  the  13th  line ;  also,  the  words  "  having 
been  or,"  in  the  21st  and  i2nd  lines;  also,  the  word  "m^cw,"  in  the  31st 
line ;  also,  the  words  "  having  been  or,^^  in  the  38th  line ;  also,  the  words 
"may  have  been  or,'^  in  the  41st  and  42nd  lines  ;  and  the  words  "having 
been  registered,^^  in  the  45th  and  4Gth  lines ;  and  asking  the  concurrence 
of  the  Senate ;  which  amendments  were  read  and  agreed  to,  and  the  House 
of  Commons  was  informed  thereof  by  message. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that  Mr.  Wil- 
liamson and  Mr.  Graves  are  appointed  superintendants  of  the  balloting  for 
a  Senator  to  represent  this  state,  in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States, 
and  attend  the  Senate  to  receive  the  ballots.  Thereupon,  Mr.  Sneed  and 
Mr.  George  were  appointed  superintendants  of  the  said  ^balloting  on  tlie 
part  of  the  Senate ;  and  a  message  was  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons, 
proposing  that  the  superintendants  be  directed  to  wait  on  the  sick  mem- 
bers in  their  chambers,  to  receive  their  ballots ;  and  a  message  was  receiv- 
ed from  the  House  of  Commons,  agreeing  to  the  said  proposition.

Received  from  tiie  House  of  Commons,  a  communication  from  his  excel- 
lency the  Governor,  on  the;  subject  of  erecting  a  light  house  on  the  island 
of  Ocpacock ;  and  transtnittin^r  t!ie  annual  return  of  the  Adjutant  General 
of  the  militia  of  this  state  ;  anu  also,  the  resignations  of  sundry  Justices  of 
the  Peace,  and  militia  officers  ;  which  being  read,  it  was  ordered  that  the 
part  thereof  which  relates  to  the  Adjutant  General's  report,  and  the  re- 
port itself,  be  referred  to  the  Military  committee  ;  and  that  so  much  thereof 
as  relates  to  the  cession  of  land  on  Ocracock  Island  to  the  United  States, 
be  referred  to  a  select  committee,  consisting  of'  Messrs.  Miller,  Jacocks, 
Wall,  Legrand,  and  Lindsay. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that  thcv 
have  passed  a  bill  to  appoint  commissioners  to  view  and  lay  off"  the  road 
leading  across  the  mountain,  from  the  town  of  Wilke&borough,  to  Mrs. 
Bogle's,  in  Iredell ;  also,  a  bill  directing  the  time  and  place  of  sellino- 
lands  and  slaves  under  execution ;  and  also  a  resolution  in  favor  of  Samuel 
Whitaker;  in  which  they  ask  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate.  Thereupon, 
the  said  bills  and  resolution  were  read  the  first  time,  and  passed. 

The  bill  for  the  better  preservation  of  health  in  the  city  of  Raleigh  was 
read  the  second  time ;  and,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Miller,  was  referred  to  the 
committee  on  the  Jifdiciary. 

The  bill  to  repeal,  in  part,  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  this  state, 
entitled  an  act  directing  the  designation  of  hands,  and  how  they  shall  be 
compelled  to  work  under  overseers  of  roads,  hereafter,  in  the  counties  of 
Lincoln,  Columbus,  Burke,  and  Rockingham,  was  read  the  third  time, 
and  passed,  and  ordered  to  be  engrossed. 
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Mr.  Baker  presented  a  bill  to  cede  to  the  United  States  all  that  part  of 
the  river  Chowan,  between  Sandy  Point,  and  the  mouth  of  Bennett's  creek; 
which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  passed. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  their  concur- 
rence in  the  amendment  made  by  the  Senate  to  the  engrossed  bill  to  incor- 
porate Grolden  Fleece  Lod^e,  No.  74,  in  the  town  of  Milton,  and  for  other 
purposes  ;  and  thereupon  the  said  bill  was  ordered  to  be  enrolled. 

Mr.  Raiburn  moved  to  dispense  with  so  much  of  the  12th  Rule  of  Order, 
adopted  for  the  government  of  the  Senate,  at  this  session,  as  requires  that 
a  motion  to  reconsider  a  question  once  decided,  shall  be  made  on  the  same, 
or  succeeding  day,  as  far  as  the  same  relates  to  the  reconsideration  of  the.

A  bill  to  provide  a  revenue  for  the  payment  of  the  civil  list  and  cuntin- 
gent  charges  of  government  for  the  year  1823,  was  taken  up,  and  the  se- 
veral amendments  reported  by  the  committee  of  the  whole  were  agreed  to, 
except  filling  the  blank  with  "  one  thousand  dollars,-^  as  a  tax  imposed  up- 
on brokers  ;  which  amendment  was  not  agreed  to.  Tliereupon,  5Ir.  Per- 
son moved  to  fill  the  blank  with  two  hundred  dollars  ;  vvhich  was  agreed 
to.  Mr.  Seawell  then  moved  to  add  the  14th  section;  which  was  also  agreed 
to,  and  is  in  the  following  words : 

That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
several  clerks  in  this  state,  in  making  out  the  lists  of  taxable  property  for  the  she- 
riffs, to  designate  in  such  lists  the  separate  amount  of  taxes  due  and  accruing  from 
each  species  of  property ;  and,  in  addition  thereto,  to  exttnd  the  aggregate  amount 
due  from  each  individual,  as  heretofore  required  by  law. 

The  question  then  recurred  on  th?  passage  of  the  said  bill  the  second 
time,  as  amended  ;  and  the  question  thereon  was  determined  in  the  affirm- 
ative. 

Mr.  Sneed,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  conduct  the  balloting  for 
a  Senator  of  this  state,  in  the  Congress  of  the  Unit;';l  States,  reported, 
that  John  Brancii,  esq.  was  duly  elected  ;  wlticli  report  was  concurred  in. 

The  Senate  adjourned  until  Monday  morning,  lO'ociock.

The  Senate  met. 
A  message  was  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons,  stating  that  the  Senate

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Ihis  state,  entitled  an  act  directing  the  designation  of  hands,  and  how  the\ 
shall  be  compelled  to  work  under  overseers  of  roads,  hereafter,  in  the  coun- 
ties of  Lincoln,  Columbus,  Burke,  and  Rockingham ;  and  also,  a  resolu- 
tion in  favor  of  the  heirs  at  law  of  James  Green,  deceased ;  in  which  thej 
ask  the  concurrence  of  that  house. 

Mr.  Williamson,  from  the  select  committee,  to  whom  waa  referred  the 
bill  to  amend  the  several  Acts  of  Assembly,  heretofore  passed,  relative  to 
the  appointment  of  sherifts,  reported  the  same  with  an  amendment.  There- 
upon, the  said  bill,  as  amenoed,  was  read  the  second  time,  and  passed. 

Mr.  Saeed  presented  a  bill  to  consolidate  and  a.nund  th.;  sev«!ial  laWs 
of  this  state,  in  relation  to  the  processionins^  of  lands,  which  was  rcatl  tlic 
first  time,  and  passed ;  and,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Snced,  was  referred  to  a 
select  committee,  consisting  of  Messrs.  Sneed,  Seawell,  Troy,  Cameron, 
and  SItober. 

Mr.  Baker,  of  Brunswick,  presented  the  memorial  of  Edward  Newton, 
and  others,  on  the  subject  of  pilotage ;  which  was  referred  to  the  commit- 
tee of  Propositions  and  Grievances. 

Mr.  Cameron,  from  the  Judiciary  comnnttee,  to  whom  w.is  referred  the 
petitien  of  sundry  persons  of  color,  of  IIiMlford  county,  praying  the  repeal 
of  an  act  of  the  last  scision,  declarin>i-  shiAes  competent  vitneises  against 
free  persons  of  color,  reported  a  bill  for  the  repeal  of  the  said  act ;  v.  Inch 
was  read  the  first  time,  and  passed. 

Mr.  Cameron,  from  the  same  committee,  ta  wliom  was  referred  a  reso- 
lution of  the  Senate,  directing  an  inquiry  into  the  expediency  of  amend- 
ing the  laws  touching  the  removal  of  suits  from  one  couiitv  to  another; 
.also,  the  laws  granting  appeals  from  the  Superior  Courts  u/ihc  Su])rcme 
t  Court,  reported  a  bill  to  amend  an  :ict,  passed  in  18^21,  e.'itit'.eil  an  act  to 
prouiotc  tlie  administration  of  justice;  wliich  was  reuil  the  Hiit  time,  and 
passed. 

Mr.  Cameron,  from  tlie  same  committee,  to  whom  w;is  referred  the  re- 
>;olution  of  the  Senate  instructing  them  to  infiuire  into  the  expediency  of 
modifying  the  law  prescribiuj;;  tlie  punishment  of  the  crime  of  perjury,  so 
as  to  take  away  the  dismembei  ing  of  the  person,  vet  leaving  t!ie  necessary 
seveilty  of  punishment,  reported,  th.at  it  is  inexpeiliciit  to  alter  or  modify 
the  punishment  of  the  crime  of  peijurv;  which  was  concuired  in. 

Mr.  Shober,  from  the  committee  of  Propositions  and  Grievances,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  petition  of  sundry  citi/.ens  of  IJaleiiJi,  concerning  the 
Baptist  Meeting;  House  located  in  said  city,  report.nl  a  resolution. 

That  Soiithey  Boncl,  tlie  present  deacon  of  he  Baptist  Church  in  Uuleitjh,  or  his 
successor  in  office,  be  authorised  to  remove  and  rebuild  the  present  Baptist  Meeting,'' 
House  ill  the  city  of  Raleigh,  to  the  north  side  of  the  pubhc  square,  known  in  Uic 
plan  of  said  town  by  the  name  of  Moore  Square,  on  Ilargate  Street,  under  the  re- 
strictions therein  prescribed. 

Which  was  concurred  in,  and  ordered  to  be  engrossed. 

M-.  Spaight,  from  the  committee  on  Military  Land  AVarrants,  to  whom 
was  referred  t!ie  petition  of  Peter  Nance,  reported  a  resolution,  authoris- 
ing the  Secretary  of  State  to  isbue  to  tiie  hei'S  at  law  of  James  King  a 
duplicaj e  of  the  military  land  warrant,  No.  809 ;  wliich  report  was  con- 
curred in,  and  ordered  to  be  engrossed. 

Mr.  Spaight,  from  the  same  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  peti- 
tion of  >ioses  Grisliam,  reported  unfavorably  to  the  praver  of  the  petitioner; 
which  v.as  concurred  in. 
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Oa  motion  of  Mr.  Carson,  a  message  Mas  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons, 
proposing  to  ballot  immediately  for  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Internal  Im- 

rvement,  to  supply  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  resimation  of  Isaac 
Avery,  and  nominating  for  that  appointment  Robert  Williamson,  esq. 

Mr.  Davis  presented  the  petition  of  sundry  inhabitants  of  Carteret  coun- 
ty, on  the  subject  of  pilotage ;  which  was  referred  to  the  committee  of 
Propositions  and  Grievances. 

]Nlr.  Graves  presented  a  bill  to  repeal  and  make  void  so  much  of  the 
second  clause  or  section  of  an  act  of  1805,  chapter  680,  of  the  Revised 
Laws  of  this  state,  as  goes  to  require  the  seals  as  well  as  the  signatures  of 
the  Justices  of  the  Peace,  before  whom  the  surveyors  of  the  vacant  and 
unappropriated  lands  of  lliis  state,  shall  be  called  on,  or  required  by  the 
Entry  Takers  thereof,  from  time  to  time,  to  make  oath  out  of  court,  touch- 
ing the  deficiencies  of  such  entries,  as  to  the  number  of  acres  entered  and 
claimed,  which  shall  be  found,  on  actual  survey,  to  be  wanting;  which 
was  read  the  first  time,  and  passed. 

Mr.  Branch  presented  a  resolution  propo.-;inq;  to  appoint  a  joint  select 
conunittec  to  inquire  into  the  administration  of  the  banks,  in  this  state, 
with  particular  instructions  to  ascertain,  if  practicable,  whether  they,  or 
either  ot  them,  have  directly  or  indirectly  exacted  more  than  six  per  cent, 
pel'  annum  for  their  discounts  ;  and  whether  they  liave,  in  good  faith,  com- 
plied with  the  terms  of  their  charter,  by  paying  specie  for  tneir  notes  when 
presented  for  payment ;  and  that  they  have  leave  to  send  for  persons  and 
papers,  and  to  report  by  bill,  or  otherwise;  which  was  agreed  to,  and 
Messrs.  Branch,  Williamson,  Seawell,  Miller,  and  Odtlaw,  were  appoint- 
ed the  said  committee  oii  the  part  of  the  Senate. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  uu'ss.igc,  agreeing  to  ballet 
immediatelv  for  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Internal  Improvement,  and  ap- 
jK)inling  Mr.  Rea  and  Mr.  J.  Cherry  superiutendimts  of  the  balloting  on 
the  part  of  that  house  ;  and  thereupon,  Mr.  Greene  and  Mr.  Flov, eis  were 
ap])ointed  on  the  part  of  the  Senate. 

A  bill  to  repeal  part  <»f  the  -1th  section  of  an  act,  passed  in  the  year  1810, 
entitled  an  act  to  establish  the  mode  of  electiaus,  in  future,  in  the  county 
of  Buncombe  ;  a  bill  to  re?-ulate  the  patrol  of  Richmond  countv  ;  a  bill  to 
incorporate  the  Mecklenburg  Agricultural  Society ;  and  a  bill  to  appoint 
commissioners  and  to  incorporate  the  town  of  Huntsville,  in  the  county 
of  Surry ;  were  severally  read  the  third  tim^,  and  passed,  and  ordered  to 
be  engrossed. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  proposing  that  field 
oflicers  and  justices  of  the  peace  be  appointed  on  Wednesday  evening  next; 
which  proposition  was  agreed  to  by  the  Senate. 

Mr.  Greene,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  conduct  the  ballotinji;  for  a 
commissioner  of  the  Board  of  Internal  Improvement,  reported,  that  Robert 
Williamson  was  duly  elected  ;  which  report  was  concurred  in. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  letter  from  Thomas  P.  Deve- 
reaux,  esq.  accompanied  with  a  manuscript  book,  containing  the  records 
of  the  Couit  of  Chancery,  held  by  the  Lords  Proprietors'  deputies,  between 
the  years  1712  and  1728  ;  also,  the  probate  and  register  of  wills  for  sun- 
dry counties  in  this  state,  between  the  years  1749  and  1753,  endorsed  in 
that  house,  "  Read  and  referred  to  the  Library  committee ;"  and  tlie  same 
v.'as  read  in  the  Senate,  and  refeired,  as  bv  the  House  of  Commons. 
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The  Senate  proceeded  to  the  coasidenition  of  the  bill  to  provide  a  reve- 
nue for  the  payment  of  the  civil  list  and  contingent  charges  of  government, 
for  the  year  1 823;  and  tlie  same  bein^  read  a  third  time,  Mr.  Seawell  moved 
to  amend  the  fourtli  section  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  following  words: 
"  shall  be  mbjeet  to  the  same  fax  for  the  residue  of  the  year,  unexpired,  afier 
the  fir  St  day  nfJlpril,  anil  shall  apply  to  the  sheriff  for  a  license,  under  the  same 
rules  as  apply  to  those  who  laere  in  business  on  the  said  first  day  of  April  ;^'* 
and  inserting  the  words  "  shall  apply  to  the  sheriff  for  a  license,  which  shall 
be  granted  by  tlu  slieriff]  upon  such  applicant  giving  bond  and  security  to  the 
sheriff)  to  pay  tlie  tax  required  by  fhit  act,  on  the  amount  of  such  goods, 
wares,  mid  merchandize,  as  such  applicant  sludl  sell,  between  the  time  of 
such  application,  and  the  first  day  of  April  succeeding  ;''^  which  was  agreed 
to.  Mr.  Cameron  moved  to  amend  tlie  bill  by  striking  out  the  fifth  section 
as  reported  by  the  committee  of  the  \rliolc,  and  to  insert  the  following : 
"tliat  the  owner,  or  possessor,  of  every  billiard  table,  or  other  table,  con- 
structed or  erected  for  playing  games  of  chance,  by  whatever  name  called, 
shall  give  in  sicch  billiard  tabic,  or  other  table,  as  aforesaid,  in  the  sahie  man- 
ner U3  other  taxable  property ;  and  shall  pay  for  such  billiard  tabic,  or  other 
table,  as  aforesaid,  a  tax  ff  five  hundred  dollars:  and  after  the  first  day  of 
April  next,  no  billiard  table,  or  other  table,  constructed  or  erected  for  play- 
ing games  of  chance,  sludl  be  kept  up  until  such  ta.v  shall  be  paid  to  the 
sheriff  of  ('le  county  in  ichirh  such  billiard  table,  or  other  tabic,  is  or  may  be 
erected  or  kept  up,  and  a  license  to  erect  or  keep  up  the  same  shall  be  first 
granted  by  said  sheriff.  And  if  any  billiard  table,  or  other  fable,  as  afore- 
said, is  erected  or  kept  iip  without  such  license  first  had  and  obtained,  the 
sheriff  of  the  county  ivkrrr  such  (able  is  or  may  be  so  erected  or  kept  up,  sluill 
seize  and  destroy  the  same  hy  burning.  And  the  person,  or  persons,  erect- 
ing or  keqnng  2(p  such  billiard  table,  or  othj'r  table,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be 
subject  to  indictment ;  and,  on  conviction,  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  Lmw 
having  jurisdiction  thereof,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  fifty  dollars,  and  be 
imJ)risoned  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. '^  Which  amciulment  was  amend- 
ed, on  motion  of  Mr.  Spaight,  by  inserting  tlie  word  ''public*''  before  the 
word  tabic;  and  the  amLMidincnt,  as  amended,  was  then  aajeed  to.  Mr. 
Seawell  moved  to  amend  the  bill  by  adding  the  \Cn\\  section,  in  the  fol- 
lowiiiij  words,  to  wit:  "And  be  it  further  emtcfcd,  that  it  shall  be  the  du- 
ty of  the  several  sheriffs  of  this  slate  to  collect  and  enforce  the  payment  of 
tlu  taxes,  by  this  act  imposed  upon  pedlars,  notwilhsUinding  the  said  pedlars 
nmy  rent  or  procure  houses,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  a  temporary  sale 
of  goods  ;''''  which  was  agreed  to.  The  (|uestion  then  recurred  on  the  pas- 
sage of  the  said  bill  the  third  time,  as  amended;  and  the  question  there- 
on was  determined  in  the  aHirmative,  and  the  same  was  ordered  to  be  en- 
grossed. 

The  bill  to  amend  an  act,  passed  in  the  year  1821,  entitled  an  act  to 
provide  for  the  execution  of  process  where  there  shall  be  no  proper  sherift' 
to  execute  the  same,  was  read  the  second  time,  and  amended,  on  motion 
of  Mr.  Graves,  bv  filling  up  the  blank  with  the  word  "five,"'''  in  the  TtK 
line  of  the  second  section.  And  the  question  on  the  passage  of  the  said 
bill  the  second  time,  was  determined  in  t!ie  affirmative. 

The  resignations  of  Thomas  Brickell,  Colonel  Commandant  of  the  Ber- 
tie regiment  of  militia ;  H.  Grady,  Justice  of  the  Peace  of  Duplin  county : 
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and  Barzillai  Graves,  Major  General  of  th?  thiid  division  of  the  militia  of 
Nordi-Caroiina ;  were  severally  read  and  accepted  by  the  Senate. 

The  Senate  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning,  10  o'clock.  >

of  Raleigh ;  and,  a  resolution  in  favor  of  the  heirs  at  law  of  James  King ; 
in  which  they  ask  the  concurrence  of  that  house. 

Mr.  Sliuber,  from  the  committee  of  Propositions  and  Grievances,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  petition  of  sundry  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Washington, 
on  the  subject  of  fire  companies,  reported  a  bill  to  authorise  two  or  more 
fire  companies  in  the  town  of  W'aolungton ;  which  was  read  the  first  time, 
and  passed. 

Mr.  Shober,  from  the  select  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  en- 
grossed bill  supplemental  to  an  act  passed  at  t!ie  present  General  Assembly, 
entitled  an  act  for  the  division  of  Rowan  county,  reported  the  same,  widi 
the  following  amendments,  to  wit,  by  adding  the  3rd  section:  "  And  be  it

the  Peace  as  may  not  be  present,  at  the  said  meeting,  may,  after  the  orguni- 
zatvjn  of  the  Court,  he  qualified  in  the  usual  wuyf''  also,  to  amend  the 
same  iii  the  .5th  section  by  adtliug  t!ie  foUov,  ins  proviso,  to  wit :  "  Provid 
ed,  neoerthekss,  that  the  sherij/'cf  Koivaa  shall  not  collect  any  taxes  in  the 
county  of  Dacidson,  or  of  the  iliizens  of  said  county,  i)nposed  by  the  County 
Court  of  Rowan,  and  which  are  collectabh  in  the  ymr  ISiiS ;  but  that  the 
same  uuty  be  collected  by  the  sheriff  of  Davidson  county,  to  lite,  use  of  said 
county,  provided  the  County  Court  deem  ths  collection  essential  to  the  inter- 
est of  the  county;'''^  also,  to  amend  the  same  in  tlie  2nd  section,  after  tlie 
word  commissioners  insert  "  or  a  majority  of  them;'''  and,  in  the  same 
section,  after  Cuunty  Court,  insert  the  words  "  and  his  successors  in  office;'^ 
and  to  strike  out  in  the  same  section  the  v/ords  "  whose  duty  it  shall  be,'''' 
and  insert  tlie  words  "  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners,  or  a 
majority  of  them."'  Which  several  amendments  were  agreed  to  ;  and  the 
said  bill  was  read  the  second  and  third  time,  as  amended,  and  passed; 
and  a  message  was  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons,  asking  their  concur- 
rence in  the  said  amendments. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  the  resolutions  adopted  by  the 
Senate  on  the  13th  instant,  instructing  our  Senators  in  Congress,  and  re- 
questing our  Representatives,  to  use  their  best  endeavors  to  obtain  from

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  agreeing  to  the  pro- 
position oi  the  Senate,  to  appoint  a  select  joint  committee  to  inquire  mto 
the  administration  of  the  banks  in  this  state,  with  particular  instructions 
to  ascertain,  if  practicable,  whether  any  of  them  have  directly  or  indirectlj 
exacted  more  than  six  per  centum,  per  annum,  for  tlieir  discounts,  and 
stating  that  Messrs.  Henrv,  Moore,  Fisher,  Stiange,  and  James  Graham, 
were  appointed  to  compose  the  said  committee  on  the  part  of  that  house. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that  thejjiave 
postponed,  indefinitely,  the  bill  to  amend  an  act  entitled  an  act  to  amend 
an  act,  passed  in  the  year  1777,  making  provision  for  the  poor,  and  other 
purposes.

in  favor  of  the  heirs  of  Joseph  Cunningham,  sen.

Thereupon  the  said 
resohiti(»ns  were  severally  read  and  agreed  to,  and  ordered  to  be  enrolled. 

Received  from  the  Huuse  of  Commons,  a  report  of  the  committee  on  the 
Cherokee  Ian;!s,  aecoiiipanied  with  the  following  resolution,  which  \\aj» 
adopted  jn  liiai  house,  tp  wit:

^Vhtch  was  a^^iecd  to  by  the  Senate;  and  thereupon,  the  same  v.as  or- 
dered to  be  enrniled. 

The  engrossed  resolution  in  favor  of  tlie  heirs  at  law  of  Joel  Martin 
was  reail  and  a-^reed-  to;  and  thereupon,  the  same  was  ordered  to  be  en- 
rolled. 

The  bill  in  authorise  two  or  more  fire  companies  in  the  town  of  Wash- 
ington, was  rerd  the  vecond  t;m»">,  and  passed. 

The  engrossed  bill  making  coiuj;ensation  to  the  jurors  of  the  Superior 
and  County  Courts  of  Franklin  and  Camden,  was  read  the  first  time,  and 
pa-sed. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that  they  have 
passed  a  bill  to  amend  an  act,  passed  in  tlie  year  1819,  entitled  an  act  to 
"•ive  to  the  Cor.rts  of  Pleas  and  Quarter  Sessions  power  to  re,s;ulatc  sepa- 
rate elections,  and  for  other  purposes;  also,  a  bill  granting  further  time 
to  perfect  titles  to  lands  «'  itiiin  this  state,  and  asking  the  concurrence  of 
the  Senate.  Thereupoti  the  said  bills  were  severally  read  the  first  time, 
and  passed:  and  thereupon,  tlie  Senate  adj(,iuned  ujitil  to-morrow  morn- 
ing, 10  o'clock.

Mr.  Branch,  from  tlie  same  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  a  resolu-

Mr,  Cameron,  from  the  committee  on  the  Judiciary,  to  whom  was  refer- 
red sundry  resolutions  adopted  by  the  Senate,  on  the  subject  of  granting 
letters  of  administration  on  the  settlement  of  accounts  between  guardians 
and  their  wards,  and  requiring  executors  to  give  bond  and  security  for  the 
faithful  dischar<re  of  their  duties,  reported  a  bill  further  to  amend  an  act 
entitled  an  act  concerninjr  pro\in"-  wills,  and  sci'antin^  letters  of  adminis- 
tration,  and  to  prevent  trauds  in  the  management  of  intestate's  estates,  pass- 
ed in  irio,  wnich  was  read  tlic  first  time,  and  passed. 

Mr.  Spaicjht,  fitjm  the  committee  on  Military  Land  Warrants,  to  v.hom 
was  referred  the  petition  of  Eshfldrod  Dance,  reported  a  resoluiion  au- 
rhon^ing  the  Secretary  of  State  to  issu?  to  Etheldred  Dance,  a  military 
land  warrant  for  nine  i\undred  and  fourteen  acres  of  land;  which  resolution 
was  agreed  to,  and  the  same  was  ordered  to  be  engrossed. 

Tiie  Senate  proceeded  to  the  consideration  of  tlie  bill  to  amend  an  act, 
passed  in  1S06,  entitled  an  act  for  the  more  uniform  and  convenient  admi- 
nistration of  justice  witliln  this  state.

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that  thev  have 
postponed  indefinitely  the  bill  to  alter  tiie  time  of  the  annual  meeting:  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  this  state;  awd  that  thev  have  passed  a  bill  to  re- 
pi'al  th"  ISth  section'of  an  act.  pas«od  in  the  voar  1818,  entitled  an  act 
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gupplementnl  to  an  act  concerning  tlje  Supreme  Court;  and  also,  an  act, 
passed  in  the  year  1821,  entitled  an  act  to  amend  an  act  supplemental  to 
Itn  act  concerning  the  Supreme  Court;  also,  a  bill  to  authorise  a  siilgle 
jus- ice  of  the  peace  to  appoint  some  person  to  act  as  coroner,  in  certain 
eases;  also,  a  bill  cedine  the  jurisdiction  of  North-Carolina,  over  a  certain 
part  of  Ocracock  Island,,  to  tlie  United  States;  also,  a  bill  to  provide  for 
tlic  collection  of  debts  due  rhe  state  which  do  not  exceed  one  hundred  dol- 
lars; and  in  all  of  which  tliey  ask  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate.  There- 
upon the  said  bills  were  severally  read  the  first  time,  and  passed.

f reeks;  and,  the  same  beiiiu,  amended,  was  read  the  «eciiu(l  and  third  time, 
and  passed,  and  ordered  to  be  eng^o^sed.

Dismal  Swamp  was  read  the  second  tune.  Mr.  Seawell  moved  io  amend 
the  same,  by  adding  to  tljc  oth  section  the  words  "and  in  the  Gazcftc  of 
Ihis  state,'"  which  wa.s  agreed  to;  and  the  question  on  the  passage  of  the 
said  bill  the  second  lime,  was  determined  in  the  affirmative.

Against  Uie  passag'c  of  the  said  bill^K  Messrs.  Barring'er,  Devane,  H'Kay,  Miller, 
Uichardson,  Robinson   Sullivan,  Seawcll,  Wade,  Wall — nays  10. 

Thereupon,  the  said  bill  was  read  the  third  time,  and  Mr.  Seawell  mov- 
ed to  amend  the  same  by#.riking  out  the  v,hole  thereof  except  the  words 
"a  bill,"  and  insert  the  following,  to  wit: 

"To  prescribe  the  manner  of  granting  appeals  to  the  Supreme  Court,  and 
to  regulate  the  granting  of  new  trials  in  the  said  court."

^ind  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  "hat  in  case  the  appellant  shall 
not  prosecute  his  appeal  witii  effect,  the  apjical  bond  m;iy  be  proceeded  on  in  the 
Supreme  Court,  in  the  same  manner  as  in- cases  of  appeals  from  the  County  to  the 
Supciior  Courts. 

.3;irf  be  it  further  enacted.  That  no  new  trial  shall  be  gi-anted  in  tlic  Supreme  Court 
v/hcrc  the  question  depends  upon  the  credibility  of  the  witnesses;  nor  shall  any  new 
irial  be*  granted  upon  matter  of  fact,  but  where  it  appears  evident  to  the  said  court 
that  the  jvn-y  have  done  wrong  in  finding  their  verdict. 

Which  amendment  was  not  agreed  to. 

The  question  then  recurred  on  the  pa>«agcofihc  said  bill  the  tiurd  time:

adminhtfatora.''^  Tiie  question  then  recurred  on  the  passage  of  the  said 
bill  the  second  time;  and  the  question  thereon  v.'as  determined  in  the  af- 
firmr.live. 

Tlicbillto  re^ilale  in  part  the  practice  in  tl;e  County  and  Superior 
courts,  v.as  read  the  second  time  and  passed.  Thereupon  the  said  bill

A  message  was  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons,  stating  that  the  Senate 
have  passed  a  bill  to  regulate  in  part  the  practice  in  the  County  and  Supe- 
rior Courts;  a  bill  for  the  better  regulation  of  the  militia  of  this  state;  and 
a  bill  to  repeal  and  make  void  so  much  of  the  second  clause  or  section  of 
the  act  of  1805,  chap.  680,  of  the  revised  Laws  of  this  state,  as  goes  to  re- 
quire the  seals  as  well  as  the  signatures  of  the  Justices  of  the  Peace  before 
whom  the  sur\-eyors  of  tha  vacant  and  unappropriated  lands  of  this  state 
shall  be  called  on  or  required  by  the  enterers  thereof,  from  time  to  time  to 
make  oath  out  of  Court,  touching  the  deficiencies  of  such  entries,  &c.  &c. 
and  taking  the  concurrence  of  that  House. 

Wm.  V.  Speight,  the  senator  from  the  county  of  Greene,  elected  to 
supply  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  resignation  of  Abraham  Darden, 
appeared,  produced  t!:e  certificate  of  his  election,  was  qualified  before  the 
senate,  and  took  his  seat. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Baker,  of  Gat3s,  a  message  was  sent  to  the  House  of 
Commons,  proposing  to  ballot  immediately  for  a  brigadier -general  of  the 
4th  brigade  and  2  J  division  of  the  militia  of  this  state,  and  nominating  for 
that  appointment  Benjamin  Person.

Wade  prc^pntod  a  resolution  making  i:n  allowance  to  Jesse  Adams, 
of  the  sum  of  ten  dollars,  for  conveying  a  writ  of  election  to  tiie  sheriti'ot 
Wayne  county,  for  the  purpose  of  holding  an  election  lor  a  Senator  to  fill 
the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  death  of  Ephraim  Dar.iel,  and  that  the  Trea- 
surer be  allowed  the  same  in  the  settlejnent  of  his  p-il)lic  aoroiints;  whicli 
was  read  the  first  time,  and  pti,>:3cJ. 
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Mr.  Wall,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  conduct  the  balloting  for  a 
Brigadier  General  of  the  12th  brigade  of  militia,  reported,  that  Daniel 
Boon  was  duly  elected;  which  report  was  concurred  in. 

Mr.  Seawell  presented  a  resolution  making  an  allowance  to  Robert  Ray, 
of  the  sum  of  nin,e  4ollars  and  eighty-five  cents,  for  articles  bought  for  tfie 
use  of  the  Senate  at  the  present  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  which 
was  read  the  first  time,  and  passed. 

The  engrossed  bill  directing  the  time  and  place  of  selling  lands  and  slaves 
under  execution,  was  read  the  third  time,  and  passed;  and  amended,  on 
motion  of  Mr.  Miller,  by  inserting  the  word  '"Harrm,"  in  the  second  line 
of  the  4th  section;  and  the  House  of  Commons  was  informed  thereof  by 
message. 

The  bin  to  encourage  the  appreliension  of  i-unaway  slaves  in  the  Great 
Dismal  Swamp,  was  road  the  third  time;  and  amended,  on  motion  of  Mr. 
Seawell,  by  inserting  the  following  provision,  at  the  bottom  of  the  second 
section,  to  wit:  "Provided,  always.  That  any  person  whose  slave  may  be 
apprehended  and  commilted  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  have 
the  election  rf  appealing  to  the  County  Cpvrt,  vhere  the  value  of  such  slave 
ahull  be  assessed  by  persons  appointed  by  the  County  Court,  or  to  direct  the 
>iheriffto  sell  such  slave  at  public  auction,  after  twenty  days'*  notice,  and  pay 
to  the  captors  om  fourth  part  of  the  price  at  which  said  slave  shall  be  sold.'^ 
Thereupon,  the  said  bill  passed  the  tliird  time,  and  was  ordered  to  be  en- 
grossed. 

Received  fiom  the  House  of  Common-,  a  message,  proposing  to  ballot 
immediately  tor  Lieutenant  Colonel  and  Major  of  cavalry  attachtd  to  the 
lOth  brigade  j)f  militia,  and  nominating  Theodoric  T.  Burchett,  as  Lieu- 
tenant Colonel,  and  Jolm  Zimmerman,  as  Major,  which  proposition  was 
agi-eed  to;  and  Mr.  Carson  and  Mr.  Shober  were  anointed  superintend- 
ants  of  the  balloting  on  the  part  of  the  Senate.

Received  from  the  House  ot  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that  Mr.  Skin- 
ner and  Mr.  Wilkins  are  appointed  sujierintendants  of  the  balloting  for 
tavalry  ofiicers  attacljcd  to  tlie  10th  brigade  of  militia,  and  attend  the  Se- 
nate to  receive  the  ballots.

Received  from  the  House  of  Coiiimcms,  a  message,  stating  that  they  have 
rejected  the  engrossed  bill  directing  in  what  manner  lands  aud  slaves  under 
execution  ^all  be  sold,  in  futurti,  in  Camden,  Washington,  Duplin,  and 
Randolph  counties;  aud  the  engiossed  bill  to  rcj.eal  and  make  void  so  much 
of  the  second  clause  or  section  of  the  act  of  11^-05,  of  the  revised  Laws  of 
this  state,  as  goes  to  require  the  steals  as  well  as  the  signatures  of  the  jus- 
tices of  the  peace,  before  whom  the  surveyors  of  the  vacant  and  unappro- 
priated lands  of  this  state,  shall  be  called  on  or  re(|uiied  by  the  enterers 
thereof,  from  time  to  time,  to  make  oatli,  out  of  court,  touc^aing  t!ie  defi- 
ciencies of  such  entries. 

Thereupon,  the  Senate  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning,  10  o'clock.

Mr.  Outlaw,  from  the  committee  on  Agriculture,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  resolution  directing  an  inquiry  into  the  expediency  of  compelling  all 
owners  of  Cotton  Gins  to  mark  <jr  brand  every  ba*  or  bale  of  cotton  which 
they  may  pick  or  pack  for  market,  reported  a  bill  concerning  owners  of 
Cotton  Gins;  which  v/as  read  the  first  time  and  passed. 

The  engrossed  bill  to  authorise  Thomas  Cobbs,  of  Wake  county,  to  erect 
a  bridge  across  Neuse  River,  was  read  the  second  and  third  time  and 
passed;  and  tlie  same  was  amended  on  the  third  reading,  on  motion  of  Mr.

exacted  more  than  six  pt-i-  cenr.  per  annum,  for  their  discounts,  or  have 
failed  to  pay  specie  for  tlieir  notes,  as  by  the  terms  of  their  chaiters  they 
are  bound  'to  do;  that  then,  and  in  that  case,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  :he 
Gi'vernor  to  employ  counsel  ti>  institute  a  judicial  investigation  into  the 
administration  of  those  instituti(m's;  and  to  ascertain,  judicially,  by  what 
autlioritv  they  have  transcended  their  chartered  powers;  and  to  adopt  the 
most  cilicient  means  to  check  the  progress  of  such  a  dangerous  usurpation 
of  powers,  so  much  calculated  to  enrich  the  monied  capitalist,  and  to  im- 
poverish tlie  community  generally;  which  was  orderjed  to  lie  on  the  table. 
Mr.  Baker,  of  Gate-,  moved  that  the  said  report  and  resolution,  relative 
to  t!ie  Bank',  be  printed;  which  was  agreed  to.

E lain  the  42d  section  of  an  act  passed  in  1777,  entitled  an  act  fcr  esla- 
lishing  Courts  of  La^v,  and  for  regulating  the  proceedings  therein;  a  bill 
to  authorise  the  County  Courts  to  require  administrators  and  others  to 
give  other  or  counter  security  upon  the  petition  of  the  securities;  a  bill  to 
amend  an  act  passed  in  the  year  1821,  entitled  an  act  in  addition  to  former 
acts,  passed  for  the  government  of  the  city  of  Raleigh;  a  bill  concerning 
Adam  Phifer,  of  Orange  county;  a  bill  to  promote  Agriculture  and  Family 
Domestic  Manufactures  within  this  state;  a  resolution  in  favor  of  William 
A.  Darden;  and  a  resolution  in  favor  of  Jesse  Adams;  and  in  all  of  which 
they  ask  the  concurrence  of  the  House  of  Commons, 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that  tliey 
have  passed  the  engrossed  bill  making  compensation  to  the  jurors  in  the 
courts  of  Mecklenburg  county,  with  an  amendment  in  the  17th  line  of  the 
1st  section,  after  the  words  "  such  court,"  to  wit:  "  Provided,  that  each 
juror  shall  swear  to  the  number  of  days  he  may  have  attended  said  court;" 
also,  an  amendment  to  the  bill  to  authorise  the  county  courts  of  Pleas  and

Thereupon  the  Senate  concurred  in  the  amendment  made  to  the  bill 
makjng  compensation  to.  the  jurors  in  the  courts  of  Mecklenburg  county; 
and  also  concurring  in  the  amendments  proposed  to  the  bill  to  authorise 
the  county  courts  of  Pleas  and  Quarter  Sessions  of  Chatham,  Anson,  Ire- 
dell, &c.  &c.  to  appoint  committees  of  Finance,  except  so  much  thereof  as 
proposes  to  strike  out  the  county  of  Bladen,  in- which  they  do  not  concur; 
and  the  House  of  Commons  was  informed  thereof  by  message. 

The  bill  to  alter  t!»e  times  of  holding  the  Superior  Courts  in  the^fiflh  cir- 
cuit, was  read  the  third  time,  and,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Legrand,  was  referred 
to  the  members  of  the  Senate  representing  the  counties  composing  the  fifth 
judicial  circuit. 

Mr.  Cameron,  from  the  Judiciary  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  a 
resolution  of  the  3d  inst.  directing  "an  inquiry  into  the  expediency  of  sub- 
jecting to  execution,  more  fully,  rights  and  interests  which  are,  or  may  be 
possessed  by  mortgagors  in  lands,  leneinents,  rents,  or  other  hereditaments, 
which  are,  or  may  be  pledged  or  mortgaged,  and  for  other  pui-poses,  re- 
ported a  bill  to  amend  an  act  passed  in  1812,  entitled  an  act  concerning 
equitable  interests  in  real  and  personal  estates;  >\ hich  was  read  the  first 
time  and  passed. 

Mr.  Seawell  presented  a  resolution  directing  the  [public  treasurer  to  pay 
to  Joseph  Ross  the  sum  of  Thirty  Dollars,  being  in  full  of  thai  sum  due  as

On  motion,  Mr.  Torrence,  the  Senator  from  the  county  of  Iredell,  and 
Mr.  Williamson,  the  Senator  from  the  county  of  Lincoln,  severally  obtain- 
ed leave  of  absence  from  the  senices  of  this  House,  from  and  after  to-mor- 
row, until  the  end  oi'this  session. 

Mr.  Peeble?,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  conduct  the  balloting  for 
a  major- general  of  the  sixth  division  of  militia,  reported  that  Edward 
W^ard  was  du'i-y  elected;  which  report  was  concurred  in. 

Mr.  Lcgi-aad,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  conduct  the  balloting 
for  a  ra?jnr  of  cavalry,  attaciieil  to  the  sixth  brigade  of  militia,  reported 
that  major  Cook  was  duly  elected;  which  report  was  concurred  in.

The  Senate  mci. 

A  message  was  sent  to  the  House  of  Connnons,   stating  that  tlie  Senate 

have  passed  a  hill  'o  amend  an  act,  entitled  an  act   concerning  equitable 

intcrcsf^  in    real  and  pticynal  estates:  a  bdl  to  alter  the  times  of  holding 
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the  Superior  Courts  in  the  fifth  circuit;  a  bill  regulating  the  duties  of  th< 
clerks  of  the  County  Courts  and  others,  in  certain  cases  therein  mention- 
ed; a  bill  concerning  the  public  arms;  a  resolutita  requiring  and  instruct- 
the  Treasuer  to  call  for  an  expose  of  the  situation  of  the  several  Banks 
in  this  State;  a  resolution  in  favor  of  Robert  Raj;  and  also  a  resolution 
in  favor  of  Joseph  Ross;  and  in  all  of  which  thej  ask  the  concurrence  of 
the  House  of  Commons. 

Mr.  Glisson  presented  a  bill  to  fix  the  time  when  the  term  of  service  of 
members  of  the  General  Assembly  shall  expire;  which  was  read  the  first 
time  and  passed. 

Mr.  Calloway  presented  a  resolution  requesting  His  Excellency  the 
Governor,  to  instruct  the  civil  engineer  to  inquire  if  any,  and  what  public 
roads  ought  to  be  laid  out  within  this  State,  and  that  the  said  engineer  re- 
port his  opinion  thereon  to  the  Board  of  Internal  Improvements,  to  be  by 
them  reported  to  the  next  General  Assembly;  which  was  not  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Graves  presented  the  petition  of  Josiah  Hutchins,  praying  permis- 
sion to  retail  spnituous  liquors;  which  was  referred  to  the  committee  of 
Propositions  and  Grievances. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Jacocks,  a  message  was  sent  to  the  House  of  Com- 
mons, proposing  to  ballot  immediately  for  a  brigadier  general  of  the  thir- 
teenth, brigade  of  militia,  and  nominating  for  tliat  appointment  Wilson 
B.  Hodges. 

Mr.  Culpepper  moved  to  reconsider  the  bill,  which  was  rejected  by  the 
Senate  on  yosterdav,  entitled  a  bill  to  prevent  the  destruction  of  oysters 
in  this  State,  and  for  other  purposes;  M'hich  was  agreed  to;  and  the  said 
bill  being  reconsldi'ied,  was  read  tlie  second  time,  amended  and  passed^ 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that  th'gv 
concur  in  ihe  amendmeiit  made  by  the  Senate  to  the  bill  supplemer  j^j  ^ 
an  act,  passed  at  the  present  tession  of  the  General  Assembly,  e>\'Qjigjj  ^jj 
act  to  allow  commissions  to  constables  in  tlie  counties  of  Warren,  Nor- 
tharaoton  and  Brunswick;  and  thereupon  the  same  was  ordered  to  be  en- 
rolled. 

Mr.  Ward,  from  the  committee  of  Claims,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
petition  of  John  Clumpier,  late  sheriff' of  Sampson  county,  pravio*  to  be 
reimbursed  for  certain  insolvent  polls,  made  a  report  unfavorable  to  the 
prayer  of  the  petitioner;  which  was  concurred  in, 

Mr.  Jones,  from  the  committee  on  Internal  Impro^-ements,  to  whom 
was  referred  a  resolution  of  tlie  Senate  of  the  6th  inst.  relative  to  the  e- 
rection  of  a  bridge  across  Pidgoon  River,  returned  the  same,  and  request- 
ed that  the  said  committee  be  discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of 
the  subject;  wliich  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Seawell  moved  tha1t  so  much  of  the  12th  rule  of  the  Senate  requir- 
ing that  a  motion  to  reconsider  a  question  shall  be  made  on  the  same  or 
succeeding  day,  be  dispensed  with,  so  far  as  respects  the  .econsideration  of 
the  engro;,sed  bill,  which  was  rejected  by  the  Senate  on  the  26th  im/k.  en- 
titled a  bill  to  provide  for  the  collection  of  debts  due  the  State,  which  do 
not  exceed  one  hundred  dollars;  which  was  agreed  to.  Mr.  Seawell  then 
moved  to  reconsider  the  said  bill;  which  was  agreed  to;  and  the  said  bill 
bein^ reconsidered,  and  read  the  second  time,  it  was  amended  by  striking 
out  the  preamble,  and  inserting  the  following,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Seawell,  to 
wit:  ''That  tlie  public  treasurer  of  this  state  shall  have  full  power  and  au-

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iJioritY  to  move  lor  judgment  against  any  person  or  persons  indebted  to  the 
state,  in  any  court  of  Record  in  this  state,  in  the  same  manner  am'  Under 
the  ^ame  rules  and  regui^tous  which  are  prescribed  in  cases  of  delinquent 
^c!  iffs;  and  the  said  courts,  respectively,  sliall  render  judgment  and  award 
execution,  tliougli  tlie  amount  tliereof  luay  be  within  the  iui-isdiction  of  a 
Justice  of  the  Peace;"  and  the  said  bill  was  further  amended,  by  ineerting 
in  the  Caption  the  following  words:  "  more  cflectuaUy  for  the  collection  ot" 
debts  due  the  state."  The  question  then  recurred  on  the  passage  of  the 
said  bill,  and  the  Question  thereon  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 
Thereupon  the  saia  bill  was  read  the  third  time  and  passed;  and  a  ntes- 
sage  was  sent  to  tiie  House  of  Commons,  asking  a  concurrence  in  the  said 
amendmei)ts. 

The  bill  to  prevent  the  destruction  of  oysters  in  this  state,  and  for  other 
purposes,  was  read  the  third  time  and  passed,  and  ordered  to  be  engrossed. 
Mr.  Cameron  presented  the  following  resolution: 

That  tlie  Door-keepers  of  both  Houses  orUic  General  Assembly  be  allowed  the 
sum  of  Twenty -five  dolIai"s  each,  in  addition  to  tlieir  pay  as  prescribct^  bylaw:  That 
the  Public  Treasurer  do  pay  the  same,  for  which  he  shall  be  allowed  in  the  settle- 
ment of  his  accounts. 

Hesdved further.  That  the  rule  which  requires  all  resolutions  appropriating  public 
money,  to  be  read  t'lrcc  times,  be  dispensed  witli,  so  far  as  relates  to  this  resolution. 
Wiiich  was  aJopieil,  aud  ordered  to  be  engrossed. 
Received  from  the  House  of  Conini<jn,>i,  a  message,  statin*  that  they 
liave  passed  a  bill  to  amend  the  sixth  section  of  an  act,  passed  m  the  year 
1812,  entitled  an  act  for  dividing  the  sta^c  into  district^i  f(;r  electing  repre- 
sentatives to  Congress;  also  a  bill  to  alter  llie  mode  of  holdiriu;  the  elec- 
tion of  vestry  men,  for  St.  Jame-.'s  Church,  in  the  town  (.}'  \Viimington; 
also  a  bill  to  facilitate  the  naviication  of  Jjuuiber  River;  also  a  bill  for  the 
better  regulation  of  the  town  oJ'Edenton;  also  a  bill  to  oslabli-h  a  Superior 
Court  ot  Law  and  Court  >)f  E(|uity  iii  llie  county  ofDavidscn,  and  lor 
other  purposes;  also  a  resolution  creating  a  Eoaid  to  pass  oa  the  contracts 
jnad^  by  the  State  Architect;  also  a  icsolutiou  in  favor  of  John  Lunib.-.tien; 
als^o  a  resolution  in  favor  of  Wi!l;ai-i  \^'aiS!*n;  also  a  resolution  appropri- 
ating a  sv.m  of  money  to  complete  ihe  State  House;  ami  in  all  of  v.hich 
they  ask  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate.  Thereupon  the  four  bills  first 
above  mentioned  were  severally  read  the  first,  second  and  third  times  and 
passed,  and  ordered  to  be  edroljed;  and  the  oti»cr  bills  and  resolutions 
were  severally  read  the  first  time  and  passed  by  the  Senate. 

Received  ("rom  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that  they 
have  indefinitely  postponed  the  engrossed  bill  furdicr  to  amend  an  act, 
entitled  an  act  concerning  proving  wdls  and  granting  letters  of  administra- 
tion, and  to  prevent  frauds  in  the  management  of  intestates'  estates,  passed 
in  1715;  and  also  the  bill  to  repeal  an  act,  passed  in  1821,  entitled  an  act 
to  amend  and  explain  the  42d  section  of  aii  act,  passed  in  \77',  entitled 
an  act  for  establishing  Courts  of  Law,  and  for  regulating  proceedings 
tbereia. 

R'.'mved  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that  Mr. 
Fiink  and  Mr.  Jiggetts  are  appointed  superintendants  of  the  balloting  for 
ubrigadier-genera!  of  the  thirteenth  brigade  of  militia;  and  thereupon  Mr. 
Carson  and  Mr.  Beasly  were  appointed  on  the  part  of  the  Senate. 

M  \  Outlaw  presented  a  bill  to  amend  an  act,  passed  in  the  year  1784, 
entitled  an  act  to  prevent  the  exportation  of  unmerchantable  commodities: 
which,  on  being  read,  was,  on  motion,  rejected. 
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The  bill  concerning  Inspectors  in  the  towp  of  Wilmington,  and  for 
other  purposes,  was  read  the  second  and  third  time  and  passed,  and  or- 
dered to  be  engrossed. 

The  en«n-09scd  bili  for  improving  the  navigation  of  the  Cape-Fear  rittr, 
be!  )w  Wilin':'gtono  was  read  the  second  time:  Mr.  Seawell  moved  to 
amend  the  same  bj  adding  the  following  provision,  to  wit:  "  Provided,  that 
before  anv  pajmcnt  shall  be  made  in  virtue  of  this  act,  the  President  and 
Directors  of  the  Corporation  for  improving  the  navioation  of  Cape^Fear 
river,  shall  execute,  according;  to  law,  a  surrender  to  the  state  of  ail  inter- 
est in  the  navigation  of  said  river,  below  the  uppermost  wharf  in  the  town 
of  Wilmington,  which  deed  of  surrender  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Secre- 
tary's office:  Provided  further,  that  no  payment  shall  be  made  in  virtue  of 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  unless,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Internal 
Improvement,  the  object  of  this  act  is  attainable,  and  that  it  is  expedient 
ana  consistent  with  good  policy  such  tippropriation  and  payment  should 
be  made,  and  can  be  accomplished  by  the  means  hereby  appropriated; 
which  opinion  of  the  said  Board  shall  accordingly  be  first  certified  to  me  Pub- 
lic Treasurer."  Which  amendment  was  agreed  to.  Mr.  Seawell  then 
moved  that  the  said  bill  be  indefinitely  postponed;  and  die  question  there- 
on was  determined  in  the  negative.  Tiie  yeas  and  nays  on  this  ijuestioa 
were  demanded  by  Mr.  Davis,  and  are  as  follows:

Against  the  indefinite  postponement  of  the  bill,  are  Messrs.  Baker  of  Brunswick, 
Buird,  Barringer,  Brownrigg,  Bethnne,  Baker  of  Gates,  Carson,  Cameron,  Calloway, 
Dcvane,  Glisson,  Greene,  Jacocks,  Legrand,  Marshall^  M'Kay,  M'Learv,  Miller,  Pee- 
bles, Robeson,  Sneed,  Sullivan,  Spurgen  Shober,  Troy,  Vanhook,  Williamson,  Ward, 
Wade,  Wall— nays  30. 

The  question  then  recurred  on  the  passage  of  the  said  bill  the  second 
time;  and  the  question  thereon  was  determined  in  the  affirmative.  On  this 
question  the  yeas. and  nays  were  demanded  by  Mr.  Lindsay;  which  are  as 
follows:

Against  the  passage  of  the  said  bill,  arc  Messrs.  Albritton,  Bray,  Blackwell,  Beas- 
lev, Culpepper,  Davis,  Flowers,  George,  Hyman,  Howell,  Jones,  Lindsay,  Outlaw, 
Parker,  Person,  Raiburn,  Richardson,  Spaight  of  Craven,  Sumner,  Seawell,  Speight 
of  Greene,  Williams,  Whitfield — nays  2  . 

Thereupon  the  said  bill  was  read  the  third  time  and  passed;  and  a  mes- 
sage was  sent  to  the  House  ol  Commons  asking  their  concurrence  in  tfce 
said  amendments.

amiH  g,  discipline  and  ^v eminent  of  the  militia  of  this  state,  conforming-  the  same 
to  Uie  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  and  make  report  to  the  next  sec- 
aon  of  the  Legislature. 
Which  resolution  vVas  adopted,  and  ordered  to  be  engrossed. 
Mr.  Baker  presented  the  following  resolution: 

That  the  Board  of  Internal  Improvement  be  instructed  to  inquire  into  the  state  and 
condition  of  the  Meherrin  Navigation  Company,  and  that  they  report  to  the  next 
General  Assembly. 

Which  was  adopted,  and  ordered  to  be  engrossed. 
Received  from  tnc  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  their  concur-

upon, on  motion  oi  Mr.  Shober,  the  petitioner  obtained  leave  to  withdraw 
his  petition,  and  the  accompanying  papers. 

A  message  was  sent  to  ine  House  of  Commons,  stating  that  the  Senate 
have  passed  a  bill  to  prevent  the  destruction  of  oysters,  and  for  other  pur- 
poses, in  this  state;  also  a  bill  concerning  Inspectors  in  the  town  of  WiU 
mington,  and  for  other  purposes,  and  asking  the  concurrence  of  that 
House. 

The  bill  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  an  act  for  ascertaining  the  method  of 

f  roving  book  debts;  and  the  bill  to  regulate  pilotage  over  the  bar  of  Cape- 
'ear,  were  severally  read  the  second  and  third  time  and  passed;  and  the 
last  mentioned  bill  was  amended  on  the  second  reading,  on  motion  of  Mr. 
Hyman,  by  adding  the  following  provision:  "Provided  that  this  act  shall 
not  extend  to  vessels  of  sixty  tons  and  under,  entering  either  of  the  bars 
for  the  purpose  of  making  a  harbor,  or  passinjr  out  of  either  of  said  bars;'* 
And  thereupon  tlie  said  bills  were  ordeied  to  be  engrossed. 

On  motion,  Mr.  Culpepper,  the  senator  from  the  county  of  Camden,  ob- 
tained leave  of  absence  Irom  the  services  of  this  House,  fi-om  and  after  this 
day,  until  the  end  of  the  present  session. 

Mr.  Shober  moved  to  reconsider  the  bill,  which  passed  the  third  reading 
en  this  day,  entitled  a  bill  for  improving  the  navigation  of  the  Cape-Fear 
river,  below  Wilmington,  with  a  view  to  amend  the  said  bill;  which  mo- 
tion to  reconsider  was  not  agreed  to. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that  they  have 
passed  the  engrossed  bill  concerning  public  arms,  with  an  amendment,  by 
mserting  the  following  provision:  ""That  no  commanding  officer  of  a  vo- 
lunteer crmpany  shall  bealUiwed  to  draw  arms  from  the  arsenal,  before  he 
shall  give  bond,  with  two  good  securities  to  the  Governor,  if  required,  in 
double  the  aforesaid  value  cf  the  arms,  conditioned  for  the  safe  keeping. 
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cleaning  and  returning  of  the  arms;  v.hich  was  agieed  to,  and  the  same 
was  ordered  to  be  enrolled. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that  Mr. 
Broadnax  is  added  to  the  committee  of  Enrolment;  and  also  a  message 
stating;  tlieir  concurrence  in  the  amentlment  made  by  the  Senate  to  the  bdl 
for  improving  the  navigation  of  the  Cape  Fear  river,  below  Wilmington; 
and  thereupon  the  said  bill  was  ordered  to  be  enrolled. 

The  engrossed  resolution  allowing  P.  Henderson,  clerk  of  the  House  of 
Commons,  furty-one  dollars  and  forty  cents,  for  articles  purchased  for  the 
House  of  Commons,  was  read  the  first,  second  and  third  time,  and  passed, 
and  ordered  to  be  cngiossed. 

The  bill  to  fix  the  time  when  the  term  of  service  of  the  members  of  the 
General  Assembly  ahall  expire;  and  the  bill  further  to  regulate  pilotage 
over  Ocracock  and  tlic  Swashes,  were  b«evfrally  read  and  rejected. 

A  uiessage  was  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons,  stating  that  the  Senate 
have  indefinitely  pijstponed  the  engrossed  bill  to  amend  an  act,  passed  in 
the  year  1818,  relative  to  weights  and  measures;  and  the  bill  to  authorise 
the  County  Court  of  Haywood  to  appoint  an  Entry  Taker  and  Surveyor 
for  the  Lands  lately  acf|uired  by  treaty  from  the  Cherokee  Indians,  which 
have  not  been  surveyed  by  the  state. 

The  following  engrossed  bills  and  resolutions,  to  wit:  A  bill  to  provide 
for  the  sale  of  the  lands  lately  acquired  by  treaty  from  the  Cherokee  In- 
dians, which  have  been  sui-veyed  and  remain  unsold;  a  bill  pointing  out 
the  mode  whereby  the  militia  of  this  state  shall  hereafter  be  called  into 
service,  in  cases  of  insurrection;  also  a  resolution  in  favor  of  William  Wat- 
son; also  a  resolution  appropriating  a  sum  of  money  to  complete  the  State 
Hou^^e;  also  resolutions  creating  a  Board  to  pass  on  the  contracts  made  by 
the  State  Architect,  were  severally  read  the  second  and  third  time  and 
passed,  and  ordered  to  be  enrolled. 

The  engrossed  bill  to  establish  a  Superior  Court  of  Equity  in  the  county 
of  Davidson,  and  for  otiier  purposes,  was  read  the  second  time,  and  amend- 
ed, on  motion  of  Islr.  Cameron,  by  striking;  out  the  whole  of  the  bill,  after 
the  word  "  bill"  to  tiie  word  "  county,"'  at  tl'.e  end  of  the  4th  section,  and 
inserting  the  amendment  accompanying  the  same.  Thereupon  the  said 
bill  passed  the  second  and  thiid  time;  and  the  engrossed  resolution  in  favor 
of  Jolin  Lumbsden  Mas  read  the  second  time,  and  amended,  on  motion  of 
iNIr.  Cameron,  bv  striking  out,  after  the  word  "  Lumbsden,*'  in  the  Cd  line, 
<o  the  word  "  three,"  in  the  sixth  line;  also  to  strike  out,  from  the  word 
"  house,"  in  the  8th  line,  to  the  word  "  and,"  in  the  Dth  line.  Thereupon 
the  said  resolution  was  pas-«ed  the  second  and  tliird  time;  and  a  message 
was  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons,  asking  their  concurrence  in  tlie 
amendments  to  the  said  bill  and  resolution. 

The  Senate  adjourned  until  Monday  morning,  10  o'clock.

in  force  relative  to  the  militia,  &c.;  and  a  resolution  in  faror  of  theDoor- 
keepera  of  both  Houses;  and  in  all  of  which  they  ask  the  concurrence  of 
that  House. 

On  morion,  Mr.  Beasley,  the  Senator  from  the  county  of  Tyrrell,  and 
Mr.  Ward,  the  senator  from  the  county  of  Onslo^-,  obtained  leave  of  ab- 
sence from  the  services  of  this  House,  from  and  after  this  day,  until  the  end 
of  this  session. 

Mr.  M'K.ay,  from  the  committee  of  Finance,  who  were  charged  with 
the  duty  of  counting  and  destroying  the  worn  and  defaced  Treasury  Note*, 
which  have  been  redeemed  by  tlie  state,  reported  that  they  have  burned 
and  destroyed  the  sum  of  six  thousand  ihree  hundred  and  ten  dollars*  and 
iiftv-one  and  a  fourth  cents  of  the  Treasury  Notes  issued  by  this  State; 
an<l  for  that  sum,  they  recommend  that  the  PubUc  Treasurer  be  allowed  in 
the  settlement  of  his  next  annual  account  with  the  state;  which  report 
was  read  and  concurred  in. 

Mr.  Spaight,  of  Craven,  from  the  same  committee,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  examination  of  the  Comptroller's  vouchers,  reported  that  they  have 
carefully  examined  all  the  papers  and  vouchers  in  the  Comptroller's  office, 
relative  to  the  fiscal  concerns  of  the  last  year,  and  find  that  the  statement 
made  to  the  Legislature,  of  the  date  of  the  first  day  of  November  last,  by 
the  Comptroller,  is  in  all  respects  correct;  they  therefore  saw  the  said 
papers  and  vouchers  cancelled  as  the  law  directs.  Which  report  was  con- 
curred in. 

On  motion,  a  message  was  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons,  proposing  to 
(iallot  immediately  for  a  brigadier-general  in  the  first  brigade  of  the  mili- 
tia, and  also  a  major  of  cavalry,  attached  to  the  thjrd  bngade  of  militia, 
and  nominating  for  the  appointment  of  major,  Jacob  Golding., 

On  motion  of  Mr.  M'Kay,  so  much  of  the  Rules  of  the  Senate  as  rgquire 
all  public  bills  to  be  announced  one  day  previous  to  their  being  read  the 
second  time,  was  dispensed  with. 

^fi'.  M'Kay  presented  a  resolution  authorising  and  requesting  the 
Judges  of  (he  Supreme  Court  to  revise,  amend  and  consolidate  into  one, 
tlie  several  acts  of  the  General  Assembly  relative  to  administrators  and  ex- 
ecutors, and  make  report  to  the  next  annual  meeting  of  this  Legislature. 
Itcsolvedfun'her,  that  li)e  Secretary  of  State  be  directed  to  furnish  the  Chief 
Justice  of  said  Court  wiiii  a  copy  of  the  foregoing  resolution.  Wliich  M'as 
read  and  adopted,  and  ordered  to  be  engrossed. 

Mr.  M'Kay  presented  tlie  following  resolutiim: 

Tliat  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Internal  Improvement  be  instructed  to  forward 
to  each  of  our  Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress  a  copy  of  an  act,  entitled  an 
act  for  improving'  the  navif,'-atioii  of  Cape  Fear  riyer  below  Wilmington,  topetlier  with 
a  memorial  ijraying  that  the  General  Goveniraent  will  either  make  an  appropriai ion 
adequate  to  the  accomplishment  of  said  object,  or  to  ])ass  a  special  act  authorising-  the 
General  Assembly  of  this  state  to  lay  and  collect  reasonable  tolls,  from  time  to  time, 
for  the  jjurpose  of  reimbursing;  such  sum  or  sums  as  may  be  expended  under  the 
aforesaid  act,  not  excce(hng'  twenty  thousand  dollars. 

'^^'inch  resoluiion  was  read  and  adopted,  and  ordered  to  be  engrossed. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  their  concur- 
rence in  the  amendment  made  by  the  Senate  to  the  bill  relative  to  the  New- 
bern  Light  Infantry  Company.  Thereupon,  the  said  bill  was  ordered  to 
'be  enrolled. 

A  message  waa  sent,  to  the  House  of  Commons,  stating  that  the  Senate 
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have  passed  the  resolution  instructing  the  Board  of  Internal  Improvement 
to  inquire  into  the  state  and  condition  of  the  Meherrin  Navigation  Corapa- 
nv;  and  asking  the  concurrence  of  that  house. 

The  engrossed  bill  supplemental  to  an  act,  passed  at  the  present  session 
of  the  General  Assembly,  entitled  an  act  to  promote  agriculture  and  fa- 
mily domestic  manufactures  in  this  state,  was  read  the  first,  second  and 
third  time,  and  passed;  and,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Cameron,  was  amended  on 
tl»e  second  reading,  by  inserting  in  the  ]  1th  line  of  the  second  section  the 
words  "by  his  own  oath  or  otherwise,^-  alter  the  word  "proof;"  and  a  mes- 
sage was  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons,  asking  their  concurrence  in  the 
amendment. 

Received  foom  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  their  ^i^ee- 
mcut  to  ballot  immediately  for  a  brigadier-general  in  the  1st  brigade  of  mi- 
litia, and  nominating  for  that  appointment  William  Gregory  and  Willis 
Wilson;  also  stating  that  Mr.  Jones  and  Mr.  J.  Cherry  are  appointed  su- 
perintendants  of  die  balloting  on  the  part  of  that  house.  Thereupon,  Mr. 
Carson  and  Mr.  Jacocks  were  appointed  superintendants  of  the  balloting  on 
the  part  of  the  Senate. 

Mr.  Vanhook  presented  a  resolution  directing;  the  state  architect  to  fur- 
nish the  Senace  chamber  with  plain,  neat  settees,  with  cushions  for  the  mem- 
bers, and  one  dozen  chairs  for  the  accommodation  of  persons  about  t!ie  fire- 
place; M'liich  was  read  tlie  first,  second,  and  third  time,  and  passed,  and 
ordered  to  be  engrossed. 

Mr.  Jacocks,- from  the  committee  appointed  to  conduct  the  balloting  for 
a  brigadier-general  of  ihe  1st  b!i<rade  of  militia,  reported,  that  William 
Gregory  was  duly  elected;  which  report  was  concurred  in. 

Mr.  Cameron,  tVom  the  committee  on  the  Judiciiiry,  to  whom  was  refer- 
red a  bill  to  ameud  an  act  coiictiniing  old  tities  ol"  land,  and  for  limitations 
of  actions,  and  for  avoiding  suits  iii  law,  rinurned  tiie  said  bill,  and  moved 
that  the  same  be  indefinitely  postponed;  and  the  question  thereon  was  de- 
termined in  the  aihriiiatlve. 

Mr.  Cameron,  from  tiie  '*amo  cnmmittee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  peti- 
tion of  Hannah  Duckwortii,  of  Mooie  county,  relative  to  the  emancipation 
of  certain  slaves,  reported  unfavorable  to  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner;  which 
report  was  concurred  in. 

The  bill  concerninij  executions  issued  by  justices  of  the  peace,  was  read 
the  third  time,  and  ann^nded,  and  passed,  and  ordered  to  be  engrossed. 

The  engrossed  bill  for  tiie  more  convenient  administration  of  justice,  in 
capital  cases,  was  read  the  second  time,  and  the  question  on  the  passage 
of  ihe  said  bill  w  as  determined  in  the  nOj^ative. 

On  motion,  Mr.  Phelps,  the  Senator  from  the  county  of  Washington,  ob- 
tained leave  of  absence  from  the  services  of  this  house,  from  and  after  this 
liar,  until  the  end  of  tliis  session. 

Mr.  Seaweil  pre.~ent»Hl  the  following  resolution: 

That  Thomas  B.  Wheeler  and  Robert  IJay,  door  keepers  of  this  boiise,  be  allowed 
compensation  for  the  list  day  of  the  last  session  of  the  General  Assembly  of  this  state, 
and  that  the  public  Treasurer  pay  the  sa.ic. 

Which  was  read  tiie  first,  second,  and  third  time,  and  passed,  and  or- 
dered to  be  engross^ed. 

The  bill  concerning  entries  of  land  in  certiin  counties  within  this  state, 
was  read  the  first,  second,  and  third  time,  amended  and  passed,  and  or- 
dered to  be  ensrossod. 
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The  bill  to  repeal  an  act  in  addition  to  the  acts  relative  to  insolvent  debt- 
ors, passed  in  1821,  was  read  the  second  time,  and  the  question  on  the 
passage  of  the  said  bill  was  determined  in  the  negative. 

The  rcsolutitm  in  favo-  of  John  Lumbsden  was  returned  from  the  House 
of  Commons,  accompanied  with  a  message  from  that  house,  stating  their 
concurrence  in  the  amendments  made  by  the  Senate,  to  the  said  resolution. 
Thereupon  the  same  was  ordered  to  be  enrolled. 

The  engrossed  bill  to  amend  the  act,  passed  in  tlie  year  1818,  entitled 
an  act  to  amend  an  act,  passed  in  the  year  1815,  to  incorporate  a  company 
and  make  a  turnpike  road  from  Pungo  river,  in  Hyde  county,  to  the  town 
of  Plymouth,  in  Washington  county,  was  read  the  second  time,  and  amend- 
ed, on  motion  of  Mr.  Cameron,  by  inserting  in  the  8th  line  of  the  first  sec- 
tion the  words  "and  Daniel  W.  Martin;"  also,  in  the  10th  line  and  fourth 
section,  by  striking  out  from  the  word  "of"  in  tlie  said  line  to  the  word  "ap- 
propriated;-' and  in  the  12th  line  of  the  same  section  to  insert  "The  fund 
heretofore  set  apart  for  internal  improvement."  Thereupon  the  said  bill 
was  passed  the  second  and  third  time,  and  a  message  Avas  sent  to  the  House 
of  Commons,  asking  their  concurrence  in  the  amendments. 

A  message  was  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons,  stating  that  the  Senate 
have  passed  a  bill  concerning  entries  of  land  in  certain  counties  within  this 
state;  also,  a  resolution  in  favor  of  Thomas  B.  AVIiceler  and  Robert  Ray; 
a  resolution  authorising  the  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  to  revise,  iicc. 
the  acts  cf  the  Genenral  Assembly,  relative  to  administrators  and  execu- 
tors; and  a  resolution  instructing  the  president  of  the  Board  of  Internal  Im- 
provement, &.C.  and  asking  the  concurrence  of  tliat  House;  and  stating 
further,  that  the  Senate  have  indefinitely  postponed  the  bill  for  the  more 
convenient  adininistratioii  of  justice  in  capital  cases. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that  Mr.  Blair 
and  Mr.  M'Millan  of  Ashe,  w;at  on  tiie  Senate  as  a  committee,  to  con- 
duct the  balloting  for  a  major  of  cavalry,  attaciied  to  the  third  brigade  of 
militia.  And  thereupon,  5lr.  Carsoii  and  Mr.  Peebles  were  appointed  on 
the  part  of  the  Senate, 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  their  concur- 
rence in  the  amendments  made  by  the  Senate,  to  the  bill  supplemental  to 
an  act,  passed  at  the  present  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  entitled 
an  act  to  promote  aj',nculture  and  family  d;)me?,tic  manufactures  in  this 
state;  and  also,  to  the  amendments  made  to  the  bill  to  establish  a  Superior 
Court  of  Law,  and  Court  of  E(|uity  in  the  county  of  Davidson.  There- 
upon the  said  bills  were  severally  ordered  to  be  enrolled. 

Received  from  tiie  liduse  of  Commons,  a  mes?:agc,  stating  that  they  have 
passed  the  engrossed  bili  concerniiig  inspectors  in  the  town  of  Wilming- 
ton; and  for  oilier  purposes,  with  an  amendment  to  strike  out  the  words 
"last  day  of  March  next,"  and  insert  the  words  "ratification  hereof;" 
wliich  amendment  was  agreed  to  by  the  Senate.  A  resolution  was  receiv- 
ed from  the  House  of  Commons,  relative  to  the  compensation  of  the  en- 
gineer, v.hich  was  oiilci-ed  to  lie  on  the  table. 

Received  from  tli'.'  House  of  Commons,  a  massage,  stating  that  they  have 
passed  the  engrossed  bill  to  encourage  the  apjjrehension  of  runaway  slaves 
in  the  Great  Dismal  Swamp,  with  an  amendment,  to  add  the  words,  in  the 
6th  line  of  the  fourth  section,  to  wit:  "nor  to  negroes,  thi.^  property  of  per- 
sons living  on  tli'^  north  east  side  of  Chowan  river:  and  the  north  side  of 
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Albemarle  sound;"  which  amendment  was  not  agreed  to,  and  the  House  of 
Commons  were  informed  thereof  by  message. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  their  concur* 
fence  in  the  amendments  made  by  the  Senate  to  the  bill  to  amend  an  act, 
passed  in  the  year.  1818,  entitled  an  act  to  amend  an  act,  passed  in  the 
year  1815,  to  incorporate  a  company,  and  make  a  turnpike  road  from  Pun- 
go  river,  in  Hyde  county,  to  the  town  of  Plymouth,  in  vVashington  county. 
Thereupon  the  the  said  bill  was  ordered  to  be  enrolled. 

Mr.  Carson,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  conduct  the  balloting  for 
a  major  of  cavalry,  in  the  third  brigade,  reported  that  Jacob  Golding  is 
duly  elected;  which  report  was  concurred  in. 

Mr.  Brownrigg  presented  a  resolution  appointing  Matthew  Shaw  an 
additional  engrossing  clerk,  for  the  balance  of  this  session;  which  was  read 
and  adopted,  and  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons  for  their  concurrence. 

Mr.  Cameron,  from  the  committee  on  the  judiciary,  to  whom  was  refer- 
red the  bill  to  advance  the  administration  of  justice  in  the  Supreme  Court, 
reported  the  said  bill  without  amendment.  Thereupon  the  said  bill  was  read 
the  first,  second,  and  third  time,  and  passed,  and  ordered  to  be  engross  d. 

The  resolution  requiring  and  instructing  the  treasurer  to  call  for  an  ex- 
pose of  the  situation  of  these\eral  banks  in  this  state,  was  returned  from 
the  House  of  Commons;  endorsed  in  that  House,  '•  Read  and  concurred 
with."     Thereupon  the  same  was  ordered  to  be  enrolled. 

Mr.  Shober  presented  the  foliovvinn;  resolution: 

That  the  Secretin,'  issue  to  John  Ferguson,  of  Stokes  county,  a  grant  for  fifteen 
acres  of  land  on  his  entry  and  warrant.  No.  1275;  the  purchase  money  of  which  land 
having  been  paid  according  to  the  comptroller's  certificate,  and  the  grant  issued 
agreeaole  to  the  platt,  and  survey  made  by  ihe  surveyor  of  tokes  county,  which 
appears  to  be  property  authenticated. 

Which  was  read  and  adopted,  and  ordered  to  be  engrossed. 

The  Senate  adjourned  until  this  evening,  4  o'clock.

they  ask  the  concuirence  of  the  Senate.  Thereupon,  the  said  resolutions 
were  severally  read  the  first,  second,  and  third  time,  and  passed,  and  or- 
dered to  be  enrolled. 

The  resolution  ajjpointing  Matthew  Shaw  an  additional  engrossing  clerk, 
was  returned  from  the  House  of  Commons,  endorsed  "Read  and  adopted 
by  that  house."' 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  resolution,  adopted  by  thnt

The  following  engrossed  resolutions,  to  wit:  a  resolution  instructing  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Internal  Improvement,  &c.  a  resolution  autho- 
rising the  Judges  of  the  Suj-reme  Court  to  revise,  8;c.  the  Acts  of  the  Ge- 
neral Assembly  relative  to  admini-;riators  and  executors;  a  resolution  re- 
quiring the  Adjutant  General,  assisdd  by  Henry  Seawell,  esq.  to  revise, 
amend,  &c.  the  several  acts  now  in  iorce  relative  to  the  militia;  a  resolu- 
tion instructing  the  Board  of  Internal  Improvement  to  inquire  into  the  state 
and  condition  of  the  Meherrin  Navigation  Company;  and  a  rc>oluti<m  in 
favor  of  the  door  keepers  of  both  houses;  were  severally  returned  from  the 
House  of  Commons,  endorsed  in  that  house  "Read  and  concurred  in." 

The  Senate  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning,  7  o'clock.
